Crime increased in 1970 in Elk Grove 


Village. 


There were 725 serious crimes in 1970 


in comparison to 464 in 1969, an increase 
of 281 according to statistics released 
recently by Police Chief Harry P. Jen- 
kins 


Serious crimes are classified as "Part 


I" crimes by the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation (FBI) Those crimes are 
more likely to be reported than other of- 
fenses. 


Part I crimes include criminal homi- 


cide, forcible rape, robbery, aggravated 
assault, burglary, theft, auto theft, and 
other assaults

were no homicides- one report of a rape, 
five of robbery, eight of assault, 159 of 
burglary, 423 of theft, 67 of auto theft, 
and 62 other assaults, 


THE LARGEST INCREASE was in 


thefts, from 215 to 423, and burglaries, 
from 64 to 159. There was a decrease last 
year, from 48 to 8, in assaults. 


The increase is a cause for alarm, ac- 


cording to Jenkins, who noted that even 
though dealing with small figures the 
percentage of increase was more than SO 
per cent. The increase is about 56 per 
cent 


"It's a pretty good indication that 


more men are needed on the street," 
said Jenkins, who has headed the 41-man 
department for almost eight eyars. 


Most of the ciime in the community is 


concentrated in the industrial and shop- 
ping areas of the village, said Jenkins* 
adding: "Crime happens here as any- 
where else. 


"Anywhere where there are things of 


value — and our industrial park is a 
thing of value — you attract the criminal 
element" be said. 


Though voicing concern about the in- 


crease in crime, Jenkins said more 
crime is being reported to police than in 
the past. 


POLICE HAVE attempted in 1970 to 


encourage the reporting of crime by urg- 
ing residents to call them when noticing 
anything suspicious. 


The FBI reported about a 10 per cent 


increase in crime in 1970 hi the nation 
with the rate of crime increasing in the 
suburbs at about 14 per cent. 


Part Ii crimes also increased in the 


village last year, from 1,324 to 1,598. 


Most noticeable increases included 146 


additional reports of vandalism, from US 
to 328; 54 additional reports of narcotic 
drug law violations, from 25 to 79; and 27 
more reports of forgery and counter- 
feiting, from 16 to 43. 


There was a decrease in the number of 


reports of fraud, from 25 to 7, and in the 
reports of driving while intoxicated, from 
82 to 59.

The Northwest Mental Health and Re- 


tardation Council faces two tasks this 
month 


The first is to secure passage of the 


four township mental health referendum 
which it has asked township boards of 
auditors to conduct on Feb 27 


The second is to formally organize as a 


not for-profit 
corporation and obtain 


agreements binding local mental health 
agencies to council supervision. 


A third task, that of planning and im- 


plementing 
a comprehensive 
mental 


health program, may come if the voters 
in at least two townships approve the 
mental health referendum on Feb. 27 


THE REFERENDUM campaign has 


fallen on the shoulders of Ken Dougan, 
an Arlington Heights resident hired by 
the council as an interim executive direc- 
tor 
The 12 agencies which are now 


members of the informal council have 
pledged $15.000 for the campaign if it is 
needed $5,000 of the amount will be paid 
to Dougan as salary 


Once the campaign is over, a three- 


man committee from the mental health 


council will begin interviewing for an ex- 
ecutive director who will coordinate 
drawing up the comprehensive plan and 
submitting a consolidated budget from 
member agencies to township mental 
health boards and state and federal 
health departments. 


Dougan, who recommended the council 


ask for a mental health referendum in 
February, has also been working on in- 
corporation of the council For nine 
months two representatives 
of each 


township and one representative from 
each of 12 agenqies have met as a citi- 
zens committee. It was the citizens com- 
mittee, which will become the Northwest 
Mental Health and Retardation Council, 
Inc , that asked for the referendum.

of establishing comprehensive mental 
health programs. 


Townships are not the only taxing bod- 


ies which may tax for mental health. 
Cities, villages and counties may also 
levy a tax, but in the four-township area, 
only Rolling Meadows has a mental 
health tax. As the mental health council 
is now set up, the City of Rolling Mead- 
ows cannot be a taxing member of the 
council. 


THE SECOND classification concerns 


agencies which may join the council. 


Any agency which offers mental health 


or retardation services in the four-town- 
ship area is eligible to apply for mem- 
bership. As a member of the mental 
health council, each agency must sign an 
agreement saying it will not discriminate 
by age, sex, race, color, creed, nacional 
origin or ability to pay. The agency must 
also agree to not solicit public funds ex- 
cept through the council. 


Two exceptions to the public monies 


agreement would be agencies who are 
part of a taxing body, such as Elk Grove 
Community Services, or agencies who re- 
ceive tuition from school districts, such 
as the Northwest Suburban Special Edu- 
cation Organization (NSSEO). 


Each member agency may have two 


representatives in the council. One, a 
member of the agency governing board, 
will serve on the council's board of direc- 
tors The other, the head of the profes- 
sional staff or someone designated by 
him, will serve on a professional re- 
source and advisory committee. 


THE BOARD of directors will be the 


council governing board. Each member 
will serve one year and may be reap- 
pointed for an unlimited number of 
terms. The directors will review appli- 
cations for membership from agencies, 
approve the consolidated budget drawn 
up by the executive director, assess ei- 
ther initiation or annual fees on the 
agencies, and decide if board members 
should be paid for the meetings they at- 
tend. 


An executive committee, made up of 


one representative from each township 
and five agency representatives, will 
conduct the council's business between 
meetings. Brother Ferdinand Leyva of 
St. Alexius Hospital is head of this group 
now. 


The executive director and his "staff 


will work with the executive committee 
and the board of directors. Tentatively, 
an executive director and a part-time 
secretary are planned as the staff for the 
first year. Salaries and operating ex- 
penses are expected to be near $31,000, 
with the executive director's salary 
being somewhere between $12,000 and 
$20,000.

M e t r o p o l i t a n Citizens Committee 
(CMCC), backed by more than 200 sup- 
porters, urged the Arlington Heights 
Village Board Monday to adopt a propos- 
al for a low-and moderate-income hous- 
ing policy 


Newman Cryer of the CMCC, re- 


quested the board adopt a policy that 
would establish a new zoning classifica- 
tion from multi-family developments that 
would include low-and moderate-income 
units 


C r y e r explained the classification 


would be divided into categories — one 
for small developments consisting only of 
low-and moderate-income units, the other 
applying to larger developments for 
people of mixed incomes 


The policy proposal also suggested the 


village select and zone a number of scat- 
tered sites to fall under the classification 
and as new areas are a-inexed to the vil- 
lage the plan calls for additional sites to 
be selected 


CRYER ALSO URGED that the village 


make maximum use of federal and state 
funding and actively seek the participa- 
tion and consultation of minority group 
members 


THE CMCC representatives also of- 


fered suggestions for implementing the 
policy 


The group suggested amending the 


existing zoning regulations to include the 
creation of classification R-7 for multi- 
family dwelling districts 


The R-7 classification would apply to 


developments of low-and moderate-in- 
come units on sites of five acres or less 


Larger developments would be subject 


to a separate category requiring the in- 
clusion of market value units 
"Furthur implementation suggestions 
included the immediate selection and 
zoning of 10 sites for low and moderate 
income housing in the village and the es- 
tablishment of an Arlington Heights 
Housing Authority with the power, if nec- 
essary to acquire sites for such devel- 
opments

T e e n a g e r s church officials, mis- 


sionaries, living conditions, cost of land, 
pollution and university demonstrations 


were discussed and compared by the

Few married women in the PhilUpines 


work except as school teachers, accord- 
ing to Mrs Bautista "The general make- 
up of the church is that the women stay 
home with the family," she said 


THE FAMILIES are larger, many with 


10 to 16 children, but a planned parent- 
hood movement has begun. Although the 
area is predominantly Catholic the move- 
ment has caught on, she said, and the 
"Catholics were the first to accept it" 


She said that demonstrations begun by 


university students were jomed by farm- 
ers and labor unions with demands for a 
higher living wage 


"Race relations is a problem in a way, 


but not as marked .as rt is here The 
people's color is the same but there is a 
class prejudice between the city people 
and the natives," she said 


There is i "brain drain" in the Philip- 
pines, according to Mrs. Bautiata, caused 
by the doctors, nurses, engineers and 
other professionals leaving the islands 
because the pay is so much better in the 
United States.

tista included Edith Hook, editor of the 
I n t e r p r e t e r , state newsletter from 
Church Women United in Illinois. She is 
from the United Church of Chirst in Glen 
Elyn.

Republicans Urge Ban On Detergents 


Wheeling Township's Republican Or- 


ganization, in a rare venture outside par- 
tisan politics, is seeking a ban on the 
sale of detergents containing phosphates 
in stores in municipalities in the town- 
ship 


A resolution passed by the GOP unit 


urges the villages of Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove "to move rapidly to provide for 
the regulation and the timely banning of 
phosphate detergents within the commu- 
nity " 


GOP Committeeman Richaid Cowen 


said the policy of the organization follow- 
ed research conducted by an environ- 
mental research committee headed by 


Richard Schlott of Arlington Heights, a 
chemist 


The committee studied the implications 


of the use of high phosphate laundry de- 
tergents 


OTHER MEMBERS OF the committee 


were Ronald Patun, William Holt and 
Mrs Margaret Schuckman, all of Arling- 
ton Heights; Mrs Marjone Kozlowski of 
Des Flames and Mrs Idyl Nipper of 
Mount Prospect 


"This represents a shift m basic policy 


for the organization," Cowen said "In 
the past, we have emphasized the tradi- 
tional role of organizing in order to be in 
a position to select and elect candidates 
who will best serve the people in public 
office. Our phosphate resolution's real 


significance lies in the fact that it re- 
flects our grassroots desire to play a 
greater role in some of the other great 
issues that affect the quality of our 
lives " 


The organization's resolution said the 


group believes "that limiting the avail- 
ability and regulating the use of phos- 
phate detergents as the largest single 
source of phosphate contamination is a 
practical, necessary minimum first step 
in the exercise of responsible control at 
the local level" 


A ban on phosphate detergents was in- 


itially proposed by the Women's Guild of 
St James Catholic Church m Arlington 
Heights, the resolution said. 


Dist. 59 Adds To Land Holdings 


A 11 acre tract adjacent to land 


recently purchased from St Zachary 
C.ithohc Church in Des Plames was pur- 
chased for $63,500 Monday by School 
Dist 59 


The combination of the 4 3 acres pur- 


chased from St Zachary located at 567 
W Algonquin Rd , and the 11 acres will 
provide enough land to build a junior 
high school, according to board mem- 
bers 


A referendum is expected to be held 


this spring for voter approval for con- 
struction of a fifth district junior high 
school 


In both contracts the district has the 


option to cancel the contract by April 6 if 
the referendum fails 


With approval of the purchase Monday, 


the board waived any right to later con- 
demn land in the area owned by Szczes- 
ny Developers who sold the 11 acres 


ALTHOUGH THE minimum amount of 


land for the other district junior highs is 
10 acres the 54 is considered adequate 
by the board because of a 30-acre park 
across the street 


The St Zachary's diocesan chancery 


office confirmed final approval of the 
purchase of 4 3 acres it was also report- 
ed 


The board approved the installation 


of an underground gasoline storage tank 
and piping system at the administration 
building in Arlington Heights It awarded 
a bid of $1,330 to Kenney Tank In- 
stallation Co for the system 
Also 


awarded was a gasoline bid to.Phillips 
Petroleum Co at a cost per gallon of 24 
cents The total annual cost of gasoline 


has been estimated at $2,300 a year if 
purchased this way 


The administration recommended the 


tank storage system for district vehicles 
saying that it would considerably reduce 
the cost of gasoline used by the vehicles 
The district is presently using 800 gallons 
of gasoline per month 


In another area, Richard Jenness, 


principal of Oliver Wendell Holmes Jr 
High School, was appointed summer 
school director Jenness, who directed 
the program last summer, will be paid 


$2,500 for the job

2,385 Bad Check 
Cases Are Solved 


The Cook County State's Attorney's of- 


fice helped bad check victims recover 
$540,339 74 in 1970 


State's Atty Edward V Hanrahan 


recently said his office resolved 2,385 of 
the 6,305 bad check cases reported by 
county residents. 


Arrest warrants were issued in only 


708 cases in which the issuance of a bad 
check was determined to be willful and 
serious enough to require court action 


MORE THAN 2,000 of the cases report- 


ed were resolved by the parties involved, 
and another 711 oases were dismissed 
outright because the victim did not per- 
sist in the complaint or there was not 
sufficient evidence that a crime had been 
committed 


When bad check victims complain to 


the state's attorney's office, their case is 
referred to one of Hanrahan's attorneys. 


If the initial investigation indicates the 


bad check was not mistakenly written 
both parties are asked to appear in Han- 
rahan's office for a hearing. 


"Generally, the conflict is resolved at 


that tame," Hanrahan said.

The current i.-jion of the Illinois Gen- 


eral Assembly may be the most environ 
meat-conscious in the state's history. 


As of last week — even before com- 


mittee hearings began — at least 30 envi- 
ronment-or conservation-related bills had 
been introduced and there were promises 
that dozens more would be on the way. 


Suburban members of the two houses 


were sponsors of several of the bills. 


Among them are bills by Sen. Kail 


Berning, R-Deerfield, tightening stan- 
dards on allowable motor vehicle emis- 
s i o n s , by R e p . Daniel 
Pierce. 


D-Hlghland Park, prohibiting the salt- of 
leaded gasoline; and by Rep. David Reg- 
ner, R-Mount Prospect, gradually elimi- 
nating leaded gasoline between now and 
1975. 


Regner and Sen. John A. Graham, 


R-Barrmgton, also have introduced bills 
calling for funds for continued improve- 
ments in local creeks Regner's would 
appropriate $246,000 for work in Weller 
Creek and Graham's would appropriate 
$700,000 for work in Salt Creek. 


ANOTHER PIERCE bill would author- 


ize counties and municipalities to create 
environmental conservation commissions 
"for the purpose of promoting and devel- 
oping the natural resources, protecting 
the watershed resources and preserving 
the open space and natural esthetic 
areas within the county or municipality " 


Persons interested in supporting or op- 


posing any of the bills can write to the 
sponsors at the Capitol Building, Spring- 
field, 111., 62706. To make sure you're 
talking about the right bill, the Berning 
bill is SB 93; Puree's gasoline bill is HB 
392: Regner's gasoline bill is HB 394;

Grahams Salt Creek bill is SB 43 and 
P i e r c e ' s environmental conservation 
commission bill is HB 391

-HB 219, 220, Rep. Robert Mann, 


D-Chicago, bans the SST from Illinois 
airports.

Students don't usually appear before 


school boards to make proposals for 
educational protects, but Mark Nechoda, 
• senior at William Fremd High School, 
has twice. 


Mirk and the Fremd Amateur Radio 


Club want to set up a radio station at 
Fremd. Mark went to his teachers and 
school administrators for support They 
went able to get $4,500 set aside for a 
radio station in this year's Dist. 211 
budget. 


Last faU Mark collected information 


about the cost of setting up a radio sta- 
tion which would broadcast within a 10- 
mile radius of the school. In November 
he and Tom Hillesheim, Fremd assistant 
principal, went to a school board meeting 
to explain the project. 


The board endorsed the idea of having 


a district radio station broadcast from 
Fremd, but delayed final approval until 
legal technicalities could be ironed out 
and a radio engineer could look at the 
plans. 


LAST THURSDAY night Mark and 


Hillesheim came back to the board with 
a new proposal. The only problem was 
cost; The consulting engineer estimates 
it will take $8,000 to get a station on the 
air. 


The board balked and Mark received 


his first dose of "Sorry, but we don't 
have the extra money for such a proj- 
ect." 


Evidently Mark was prepared. He had 


a revised figure of $5,000 to offer. 


Board members had a hard time turn- 


ing Mark down, so they sent him back to 


the drawing boards to come up with a 
revised proposal which would stay within 
the budgeted $4,500. 


The school board was impressed with 


Mark's interest and dedication to the 
project. He had gone through adminis- 
trative channels and was interested 
enough to go to the school board meeting 
where it was discussed, not once, but 
twice. 


AFTER HIS FIRST appearance before 


the board in November, Mark admitted 
he had been "a little scared." Last week 
he seemed more relaxed and under- 
standing of the board's position. They 
liked his proposal but couldn't give the 
Radio Club more money than was budg- 
eted. 


The students who have worked on the 


radio station proposal have learned quile 
a bit from it, but Mark has learned 
more. 


Few adults are interested enough to 


come to a board meeting, even fewer 
have the courage to speak up on issues. 


Mark has done both and has found the 


school board. 


While waiting to speak, he has learned 


something of the problems the board 
faces. The board, in turn, has found the 
proposal more appealing because of the 
interest expressed in it. By coming to 
board meetings, Mark may have encour- 
aged approval of the project. 


His participation is an example for oth- 


ers to follow. The school board welcomes 
residents to its meetings. If Mark 
learned something about how the school 
board operates, certainly others can, es- 
pecially those who vote in elections.

Weak Law Won't 


End Drug Abuse 


Proposals to legalize the use of 


marijuana 
by adults in Illinois 


sound a lot like the first cries of 
surrender in the war against abuse 
of narcotics and dangerous drugs. 


True, the use of marijuana has 


been difficult to control and the 
medical effects of it are not yet 
fully known 
But that does not 


mean, as some legislators are 
proposing, that the state should 
throw in the towel and call off the 
fight. 


We think that would be a grave 


step 
backwards 
in 
the battle 


against drug abuse. 


The proposals offered last week 


by State Reps Leland Rayson, 
D-Tmley Park, and Harold Wash- 
ington, D-Chicago, would allow the 
use of marijuana by persons 18 
years and older as long as its use 
was not "openly and notoriously 
public," as long as the user had 
less than 10 grams in his posses- 
sion and as long as it was not sold. 


With provisos like that, it sounds 


very much like the two legislators 
are admitting that marijuana is 
not a good thing, but because it's 
hard to control, let's legalize it. 


To us, it seems as if the proposed 


legislation would not only encour- 
age the use of marijuana, but also 
would encourage violations of the 
law 


How, 
for example, would a po- 


tential user of marijuana obtain it? 


Under the proposed law, he could 


legally use it but no one could le- 
gally sell it to him That means he 
can steal it, grow his own or the 
pushers can begin distributing it 
free of charge 


The proposed law also would al- 


low use of marijuana at the age of 
18, which would just about guaran- 
tee access to marijuana to every 
high school student in the state. 


Many high school students reach 
their 18th birthday during their se- 
nior year. Are we to expect that 
these students would not share 
their new found freedom with 
younger students? And who is go- 
ing to police the high schools to 
make sure that only the 18-year- 
olds are smoking marijuana? 


Even if the age limit was set at 


21 years, it seems certain that 
young people would have much 
greater access to marijuana and 
we do not think that is wise when 
there are strong indications that 
use of marijuana is a stepping 
stone to other more dangerous 
drugs and narcotics. 


We think the state's policy to- 


ward marijuana and other dan- 
gerous drugs and narcotics should 
be to provide harsh punishment for 
the pushers, treatment for the 
users and judicial discretion in the 
imposition of sentences. 


Such a policy was outlined last 


week by Illinois Senate Republi- 
cans and it makes much more 
sense than legalization of any dan- 
gerous drugs. 


The Republican senators say ju- 


dicial discretion would allow judg- 
es to adjust sentences to the par- 
ticular factors involved in a drug 
case which would be of help in 
cases involving young people. 


We agree that discretion is 


needed, but we also feel that this is 
the only concession that should be 
made in otherwise tough laws deal- 
ing with narcotics and dangerous 
drugs 


Drug abuse has become a major 


problem among young people in Il- 
linois and other states and only in 
recent years has there been a con- 
centrated effort to fight it. Now is 
not the timp to change laws and 
make it an even bigger problem. 


State's Official Fish 


Must Be Proper Symbol 


Illinois has its state bird (cardin- 


al), its state flower (violet), its 
state tree (white oak) and even its 
state mineral (fluonte) 


But no state fish 
S t a t e Rep William Walsh, 


D-LaGrange Park, has begun a 
campaign to set that right He has 
filed with the General Assembly a 
bill that would honor the bluegill as 
the official fish of Illinois. 


We think Rep. Walsh has the 


right idea but the wrong fish. 


Certainly a state with as much 


water and sporting tradition as Illi- 
nois ought to have a state fish. 


But the bluegill9 Wrong choice. 


Any plant or bird or animal or 


mineral or fish, designated as "offi- 


cial" by a state ought to be truly 
representative. 


The bluegill is abundant in Illi- 


nois, to be sure. But think of this 
state's rivers gently flowing, its 
lakes and ponds placidly shimmer- 
ing, and think of the kind of care 
that has gone into their pre- 
servation. Think of the strides to 
make Illinois a truly great fishing 
state. 


And then ask again, what fish 


best bespeaks Illinois and its sport- 
ing future? 


Only one. For only one — a scav- 


enging bottom-feeder that thrives 
in dirty water — has shown the will 
to live in those waters where all 
other fish have surrendered.

offensive weaponry is considered by 
some experts here as highly unlikely. 


The Poseidon involves a quantum 


jump in the deployment of U S. subma- 
rine-borne nuclear missiles. It elevates. 
almost incredibly, the whole scale of the 
nuclear potential. 


Until recently, this retaliatory power 


has been dispersed under the oceans on 
41 Polaris submarines each bearing 16

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About Your Late Tax Bill . . . 
Mr. Daley's Campaigning

Cook County will be passing the hat a 


little late this year 


News broke last week that 1970 proper- 


ty tax bills for the county's 1.8 million 
taxpayers, including 117,781 in the North- 
west suburbs, will be mailed out as much 
as 60 days after the March 31 deadline. 


Word of the late bills served as a re- 


minder to most of us that Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley would be going through 
his quadrennial ritual at the polls in ear- 
ly April 


Reporters got wind of the news on one 


of those days when things were kind of 
dull. County officialdom wasn't saying 
anything worth repeating. The county 
board's finance committee was labori- 
ously picking its way, line by dull line, 
through the county hospital commission's 
proposed budget And most reporters 
were suffering from the unsettling ef- 
fects of boredom mixed with guilt for 
lack of a good story. 


Then someone in the sleepy-eyed press 


corps put two and two together and . . . 
Voila! There it was — the magic formula 
to save everyone from a "no-news" day. 
Take a tax bill deadline of March 31, add 


Daley's test at the polls one week later, 
multiply by the Chicago political factor 
and what do you get? Late tax bills. 


When the story hit the news, many offi- 


cials were afflicted with bad cases of 
tightened jaws. They took breaks from 
their teeth-gnashing exercises only long 
enough for cries of "yellow journalism" 
and "irresponsible reporting." 


Such reaction seemed a bit strong. Af-

ter all, during the past 10 years tax bills 
have been on time only 50 per cent of the 
time. Were the reports simply not true? 
Was the taxing mechanism in fact run- 
ning on schedule? I contacted County 
Treasurer Bernard J. Korzen to find out. 


"You've got unknown variables," said 


Korzen Any prediction of late tax bills is 
premature 
Underlying the unknown 


were factors like the county assessor's 
office working 90 per cent behind its 
schedule of last year. Then there was the 
small problem of the board of (tax) ap- 


peals having waded through cases from 
only 10 of 38 townships. Last year at this 
time the board had chalked up hearings 
from more than half the townships. 


Nothing was said about Daley's reelec- 


tion. But while that variable goes unspo- 
ken, it certainly is not unknown. And the 
implication tax bills are held up to insure 
Daley's chances at the polls is probably 
the main reason officials got so up-tight. 


Whatever the reasons may be, the un- 


happy fact remains late issuance of tax 
bills is bad business, particularly for 
school districts and other local taxing 
bodies. The delay forces them to issue 
tax anticipation warrants at thousands of 
dollars extra cost in interest. 


The county's batting average over the 


past decade in sending out tax bills on 
time is frustrating. And indications the 
delay is used as a gimmick in helping 
Daley at the polls tend to make the 
whole situation outrageous. 


It's time the county board demanded 


some answers, even though tax officials 
claim 
"unknown variables" 
prevent 


them from acknowledging bills will be 
late. 


When March 31 comes and the tax bills 


are still not out, we'll discover the jour- 
nalism wasn't so yellow after all. 


Support Of Incorporation 


As a nine year resident of Prospect 


Heights, and currently a PHIA board 
member, I have a dream 
— in- 


corporation! This vision is now being 
shared by a large majority of the citi- 
zens in both the "old" and "new" sec- 
tions of the towji. The need for represen- 
tative government, with authority vested 
in the hands of responsible, elected offi- 
cials, is not a mere whim; it has been 
reflected in the destiny of civilized so- 
cieties throughout history. Efforts to re- 
main status quo have failed everywhere. 


Mayor Teichert of Mount Prospect, an 


able and eloquent spokesman for his own 
community, has failed to offer in his 
newspaper commentary last Friday, any

Can the mayor of Mount 
Prospect guarantee the approval of his 
own village board and his electorate for 
the annexation of such a large residential 
area? Or is the Mayor merely attempt- 
ing to divide the citizens of Prospect 
Heights in their incorporation endeavor? 


Mayor Teichert suggests the possibility 


of a new government facing "bank- 
ruptcy" and criticizes the PHIA for at- 
tempting to maintain the status quo. Un- 
til the residents of Prospect Heights have 
an opportunity to experience the de- 
mands of self government for them- 
selves, success or "bankruptcy" remain 
"unknown factors." Predictions of doom 


are discouraging and seem somewhat ir- 
rational and premature at this time. We 
must have confidence that talent for 
leadership exists here in Prospect

weapons with triple warheads having a 
range up to 2,500 miles. 


Now we have begun to convert 31 of 


these submarines to carry the astonish- 
ing Poseidon, a larger missile loaded 
with 10 or more warheads — each of 
which can be sent to a different target 
This is what the experts call MIRV (mul- 
tiple independently-targeted reentry ve- 
hicle). 


Since a submarine with Poseidon still 


will hold 16 basic missiles, each vessel 
will be able to launch 160 separate war- 
heads against an enemy. Each of these 
warheads has an explosive power twice 
that of the atomic bomb dropped at Hiro- 
shima in 1945. 


Reporter James McCartney, in a de- 


tailed review of Poseidon, suggested 
therefore that one boatload of Poseidon 
missiles can, alone, destroy the Soviet 
Union's industrial might and all its ma- 
jor cities. 


Not too many people seem to have di- 


gested this fact Yet, two Poseidon sub- 
marines are scheduled to start sea duty 
this spring (except for delays one would 
have gone out this January). The Navy 
has money for eight conversions alto- 
gether and President Nixon's new budg- 
et asks funds for another six for a total 
of 14 — about half of the 31 due for 
change The other 10 Polaris vessels are 
too small to convert. 


Should conversion go all the way, the 


US. Poseidon fleet on patrol or other- 
wise available would be able to dispatch 
against Russia some 4,960 separate nu- 
clear warheads within minutes of signal 
Poseidon also has greater range, prob- 
ably up to 3,500 miles 


Some disarmament specialists and 


some Senate arms critics, whose voices 
carry, argue that the Poseidon MIRV 
deployment can be halted and that there 
can even be dismantling of such con- 
versions as have occurred. Underneath 
the surface of discussion, however, the 
conviction grows in many quarters that 
the push on MIRV is unstoppable. 


To get a fuller notion of the evidently 


irrepressible drive on MIRV's, the Presi- 
dent's budget proposes to boost to $110 
million, from $45 million authorized for 
the current year, the sum for research in 
fiscal 1972 on an entirely new undersea 
nuclear missile fleet. 


This exploratory effort, called ULMS 


for Underwater Long-range Missile Sys- 
tem, is bent toward developing a longer- 
range weapon than presently available, 
and a submarine quieter than the Posei- 
don-Polans type and hence more diffi- 
cult to detect in its patrols 


If Congress approves the $110 million 


and the hundred of millions needed for 
the six added Poseidon conversions and 
related work it will be one clearly per- 
suasive sign that — whatever we and the 
Russians can achieve at SALT in March 
or thereafter — MIRV is an expanding 
reality in our retaliatory nuclear arsenal.

Home On The Range: Thing Of Past?

Without fully realizing it, Americans 


will soon consume more food away from 
home than in the home. 


Business lunches, a hamburger after 


school, or a quick snack during a shop- 
ping trip are a few of the eating habits 
which are making the food business sky- 
rocket.

"See those homes over there?" The 


salesman points to a covey of two-story 
colonials across the street from the mod- 
el home you're standing in. 


"We built those in '69, and sold every 


blessed one of them for $11,900. Makes 
this one look like a pretty good buy at 
$42,500, doesn't it?" 


If you've been house-hunting, you know 


that a price increase of only $600 since 
1969 is peanuts compared to the $3,000- 
$4,000 jumps other homes have taken. 
Yet it's obvious that the model you're 
looking at is the same as those built in 
the earlier development. 


Or is it? 
It certainly looks the same — and 


that's no accident. But considering that 
price, there's every chance that you are 
being shown a house in which the builder 
has exercised one or more methods of 
cutting corners on construction to hold 
down the price. 


Here's what to watch for if you are 


shopping for a new home: 


Size — The simplest ploy is the least 


obvious. The builder shrinks the entire 
house, perhaps as much as 20 per cent. 
Such shrinkage is hard to detect if you 
are visually comparing homes in the 
same subdivision. 


One of the problems that comes with 


shrinking is that it can't be done evenly. 
While it is possible to reduce the size of a 
bedroom from 12x14 to 10x12, you can't 
shrink corridors and stairways much 
without making such cramping obvious. 
So corridors are left as- is and rooms are 
cut even more 


Options — You are apt to find that de- 


tails that were standard on the 1969 
house are now extra-cost options. Such 
things as bay windows, brick veneer and 
shutters must be paid for separately. 


If you decide to do without these for 


the sake of economy, you find that the 
house looks depressingly bare and box- 
like 


Quality — Another avenue open to a 


builder (though he will like it least of all) 
is to reduce the quality of materials.

By "institutional food manufacturers" 


he was referring to those supplying food 
to restaurants, hospitals, schools, and 
any other "institution" which offers a 
meal away from home. 


THE FACT THAT people are eating 


their meals with inci easing frequency 
away from the home has accounted for 
this steady upsurge in the food business. 


By 1980, over 60 per cent of total food 


consumed in America will be done so out 
of the home, Reuben said. 


As a result, the food business, and par- 


ticularly the restuarant business, has be- 
come a very lucrative enterprise. For ex- 
ample, over 70 per cent of all restaurant 
sales as far back as 1967 were above 
$100,000 annually. 


"There's a more personal way to mea- 


sure the market. Take a look at your 
own family. Take a look at the lunches, 
the airline meals, the hotel breakfasts 
which you eat in the course of normal 
business — as well as those occasions 
you take the entire family out to eat. 
That's the part of the iceberg that 
shows." Reuben said. 


BUT ADD THIS to the many short 


stops your son or daughter makes at 
McDonald's, or the times you visit the 
fried chicken place or the supermarket 
take-out delicatessen counter and if the 
number of meals and snacks you eat 
away from home is not at least 30 per 


cent of all your meals and snacks, "then 
you're not average," Reuben said. 


"The fact of the matter is that die 


main stream of the restaurant business if 
going from urban to suburban in pursuit 
of the mass exodus of the middle class," 
he added. 


Reuben said a study by a research 


team from one of the major restaurant 
franchisers showed that the eating-out 
market was really two markets: the eat- 
ing-out market and the non-cooking mar- 
ket. 


He said many restaurants are trying to 


attract this non-cooking market, and so 
are the supermarkets. And, "the battle 
will be a tough one." 


"SUPERMARKETS 
ARE 
generally 


still in the crawling stage," compared to 
the restaurant industry, he said. In years 
to come, people can expect giant and in- 
novative supermarkets such as the 80,000 
square foot Giant Open Air market in 
Virginia. 


"But our business is by no means lim- 


ited to the expense account affluent and 
middle America at play," Reuben said. 


Food business is also studying more 


and improved meal programs for school 
children, the poor and the aged. 


He said the future will bring more free 


meal centers, home delivery meals and 
senior citizen foodservice centers for the 
aged, child day care centers with ex- 
panded food service and more breakfast- 
lunch programs for schools. 


"The need for these services is mount- 


ing. Every school day this year a min- 
imum or six million poor youngsters are 


receiving free or reduced price meals — 
meals that are often the only substantial 
nourishment these kids get during the 
day," he said. 


"A child who comes to school hungry 


can't be expected to study. He has a 
yearning tummy. Therefore more schools . 
have added breakfast programs and 
more will this year," he said. 


REUBEN SAID THERE is even a 


strong possibility that the presidential 
platforms for the 1972 elections will in- 
clude a provision for a free lunch pro- 
gram for all school children. 


A n d although this 
unprecedented 


growth in all aspects of the food industry 
involves a considerable profit, it also de- 
mands a certain responsibility. In years 
to come the market will grow even larg- 
er, and with everyone "talking about the 
environmental crisis — here's where we 
as food people can do our share of the 
responsibility."

SUBURBS CALL COLLECT 
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Dunne Proposes 'Late Property Tax' Remedy 


Criticism by Cook County Commission- 


ers yesterday of late property tax bills 
prompted disclosure by board president 
George W Dunne of a plan to remedy 
the problem when the new Illinois Con- 
stitution becomes effective July 1 


Word of Dunne's proposal came after a 


board meeting in which Commissioner 
Floyd T Fulle of Des Plaines criticized 
county taxing departments for not follow- 
ing a schedule recommended by the 
county board two years ago. 


Dunne said his program, which he 


based on home rule provisions of the new 
constitution, would call for mailing out 
tax bills every two months His plan is 
based on the hope that several mailings 
scattered throughout the year would 


eliminate late mailings by relieving the 
county from having to complete all bil- 
lings by the March 31 deadline. 


Dunne recalled that last year he sought 


legislation from Springfield to allow bil- 
ling four times annually. His proposal, 
however, never got out of committee. 


UNDER HIS NEW plan, bills for the 


first four payments of the year would be 
applied against taxes determined two 
years previous. The last two bills of the 
year would be for the previous year's 
taxes and would reflect any adjustments 
in assessments 


Referring to press reports last week 


disclosing news of late tax bills for the 
country's 18 million taxpayers, Fulle 
said he subsequently determined the 
county assessor's office and the board of 


(tax) appeals were well behind schedule. 
"I anticipate tax bills will be late some- 
where between six and eight weeks," 
Fulle said. 


Two years ago the county board drew 


up a schedule for completion of certain 
taxing functions. The schedule, which es- 
tablished deadlines for such taxing pro- 
cesses as assessments and completion of 
appeal hearings, was not binding on tax- 
ing departments because they fall under 
the jurisdiction of the state. 


T H O U G H ACKNOWLEDGING the 


board could do nothing to prevent late 
tax bills this year, Fulle urged commis- 
sioners to take swift action after July 1 
when home rule provisions of the new 
constitution become effective. 


"I think one of the first things on our 


agenda should be a comprehensive effort 
on the jtaxing process used in this county 
to 3nd it (late bills) once and for all," he 
said.^ 


Commissioner Jerome Huppert said he 


agreed with Fulle, but noted the county 
wasn't the only taxing body behind 
schedule. He said the state taxing au- 
thority was late in assessing capital 
stock in Chicago. 


He also reminded board members the 


consultant firm currently putting the fin- 


ishing touches on a report recommending 
ways to streamline the county assessing 
operation. "I'm 
looking forward to 


seeing that report, and considering the 
possibility, it will mean we won't need 
(county) legislation." 


Dunne stressed everything had been 


done by the commissioners to prevent 
late tax bills this year. He asserted the 
board fulfilled 
its responsibility 
by 


serving notices of deadline on the various 
taxing agencies. 


Nonpublic School Aid Constitutional

A "general program" of state aid to 


I l l i n o i s nonpublic schools is con- 
s t i t u t i o nal, according to four con- 
stitutional law consultants who have ad- 
vised the state's Elementary and Secon- 
dary Nonpublic Schools Study Commis- 
sion. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, chairman of the 
commission, said two of the four con- 
sultants "have no doubt as to con- 
stitutionality at the federal level, two be- 
lieve that the Federal Constitution and 
the Supreme Court will prevail as to 
state constitutionality, and only one of 
the four believes that a program of gen- 


eral aid to Illinois nonpublic schools is 
unconstitutional at both the federal and 
stete levels " 


The views of the four consultants are 


contained in a new publication, "Con- 
stitutionality of Aid to Illinois Nonpublic 
Schools," released today by the study 
commission. 


The four consultants were Prot. Philip 


Kurland, University of Chicago law 
school, Prof Benjamin DuVal Jr., Uni- 
versity of Illinois college of law; Prof. 
C o r n e l i u s Hayes, Loyola University 
school of law and Byron Miller, an attor- 
ney with the American Civil Liberties 
Union 


One of the mandates of the commis- 


sion, which was formed in 1969, was to 
consider the constitutional means "by 
which the state can aid the nonpublic ele- 
mentary and secondary schools in the 
fulfillment of their task." 


The commission's final report and its 


recommendations are expected to be 
submitted to the General Assembly next 
month. 


Prior to the time action is taken on the 


recommendations, it is possible that a 
U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling may be is- 


sued. The court is considering three state 
aid cases and is expected to rule on them 
in June. The legislative session ends on 
June 30.

problem of human existence." (Erich 
Fromm) 


Poets, song-writers, philosophers and 


lovers have been trying to define love 
ever since boy met girl. To count the 
ways that people have said "how do I 
love you" would require more than an 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning. 


One would think that the subject would 


be exhausted. And yet, today, a new gen- 
eration is embracing the familiar theme 
in its enthusiasm for Erich Segal's "Love 
Story." And from the book comes yet an- 
other definition: "Love means never 
having to say you're sorry." 


What can you say about a book that 


stays on the New York Times best-seller 
list for over 43 weeks? That sells over 
four million copies in its first paperback 
printing? That is No. 1 in France? That 
brings long lines to the box office to see 
the movie version? 


Whether or not "Love Story" is great 


literature is unimportant. It is important 
that the simple story has touched the 
hearts of millions. The fact that many 
readers and viewers relate to the two 
young people indicates that the world 
still hungers for people who care, who 
are aware, who share a love. 


It isn't easy to push through the human 


barriers and to communicate our love. 
Erich Fromm says that "most people see 
the problem of love primarily as that of 
being loved, rather than that of loving, of 
one's capacity to love." 


How often have we looked at those we 


love, without seeing? Or beard them 


speak, without listening? Or loved them, 
without showing it? 


I'm reminded of the scene in Thornton 


Wilder's "Our Town," where Emily, hav- 
ing died in childbirth, asks to live again 
her 12th birthday on earth. She is taken 
back to the kitchen, where her mother is 
facing the stove and telling her to eat her 
breakfast. Then the spirit of Emily im- 
plores, "Oh Mama, just look at me a 
minute 
as 
though 
you really 
saw 


me. . .just for one moment we're happy. 
Let's look at one another." 


Perhaps we look at one another, but do 


we listen? Simon and Garfunkel capture 
the feeling of emptiness in sighs and 
words within the borders of our lives. 
They sing, "We are verses out of 
rhythm, couplets out of rhyme". . .we 
are strangers, lost in a "Dangling Con- 
versation." 


For many, expressing one's love is 


more difficult than looking at and listen- 
ing to one another. Children sometimes 
feel unloved when busy parents brush 
them aside. If we could only take time 
from the frantic pace of living to live! 
We can learn something from the Es- 
kimo — a people who have achieved a 
happy, easy association between adults 
and the young. Sally Carrigher, in her 
sympathetic treatment of the Eskimos in 
"Moonlight at Mid-day," observes that 
there is never an attitude, even unex- 
pressed, of "run along with you now." 


She says, "Everywhere that a child 


went. . .he was welcomed with pleasure. 
Everywhere love opened out to him — 
proof that, small though he was, he was 
recognized as a valuable human being." 


Perhaps this is what the world needs 


now — a little more looking at, a little 
more listening to, and a little more Es- 
kimo loving.

HOLLYWOOD (UP1) — Goldie Hawn, 


who graduated from "Laugh-In" to an 
Academy Award for the movie "Cactus 
Flower," returned to NBC-TV Monday 
night with a one-hour variety special of 
her own. 


K should have been a show to remem- 


ber because when you start with Miss 
Hawn you already have the audience on 
your side. The likable, attracive, goofy 
blonde has the knack of making people 
feelgood. 


For some reason, however, the people 


who put her Monday show together got 
their signals mixed. They played away 
from her strength — comedy — and 
seemed to disregard what has made the 
lady a star. The result, at least to this 
viewer who looked forward to the pro- 
gram, was a surprisingly disappointing 
broadcast. 


The humor varied from simply flat to 


high school variety show level to — at 
best — a tone that was reminiscent of a 
1950-ish off-Broadway revue. 


AMONG THE SEQUENCES were a 


musical spoof of "Cnme and Punish- 
ment," a standard routine about a theat- 
rical revue aboard a giant airplane, and 
a very brief skit in which Miss Hawn 
portrayed an actress being interviewed 
on the Johnny Carson show 


The only number in the hour that came 


across with style, warmth and theatrical 
impact was a lovely duet that Miss Hawn 
sang with one of "The Muppets" from 
"Sesame Street." It was a small thing, 
but welcome. I have to confess- though, 
that while I like the muppets, I dan live 
without puppet-style children's acts on a 
late-evening adult program. 


In the hour, Miss Hawn revealed a 


modest and pleasant singing voice. She 
sang a lot.

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Bumpers: A Sticky Problem? 


Doctor Says

V. \SMINCTON H'PI) - The Senate 


Commerce Committee is considering leg- 
isl.ition that would require auto makers 
tr c-nsr designing bumpers for esthetic 
a;ipc;il nnrt start producing bumpers ca- 
pable t,-f withstanding bumps. 


This might be all very well if auto 


bumpers were merely lovely works of 
art. It might even be justified if the auto 
bumper still functioned primarily in its 
original role as a device to absorb the 
impact of a collision. 


But the bumper has become far more 


than that. 


Within the past decade, the auto bump- 


er has become one of this nation's most 
i m p o r t a n t communications media. 
Thanks to the mushrooming growth of 
bumper stickers, it now ranks just be- 
hind radio, television and the press as a 
conveyor of information. 


Congress is. of course, forbidden by the 


Constitution to pass any law abridging 
freedom of speech. Therefore, any legis- 
lation it might enact with respect to 
bumpers must be very carefully written. 
Otherwise, the measure will be thrown 
out by the Supreme Court. 


The basic question is: Will a bumper 


capable of absorbing jolts up to 15 miles 
per hour without damage also provide 
adequate display for "America—Love It 
or I*ave It" stickers and other adhesive 
slogans. 


For the right to flaunt our political, so- 


cial and economic views on front and 
rear bumpers is precious to us all and 
must not be in any way infringed. 


But consider this: If it becomes pos- 


sible to bank into something at 15 m.p.h. 
without crumpling your bumper, and if it 
becomes possible to replace a bumper 
without replacing half the car, and if 
bumpers become less costly than sculp- 
ture by Rodin, then we may expect cer- 
tain changes in our driving habits. For 
one thing, we are likely to be less careful 
about burrtping. 


The result could be a quantum jump in 


the dumping incidence, with a corre- 
sponding increase in the wear and tear 
on bumper stickers. 


You might stick a "Support Local 


Sheriff" decal on your bumper before 
you drive to work and by the time you 
get home that evening it already will be 
bumped off. 


Furthermore, absorbent bumpers could 


lead to an outbreak of deliberate bump- 
ing. 


Suppose, for example, you are the 


hawkish type and you happen to park be- 
hind a car vith peace symbols plastered 


on its bumper. Could you resist giving it 
a little bump? 


In sum, bumper baning would become 


another form of book burning. It can 
happen here. 


If you know anyone who has epilepsy,

That is not all. The pharmacy controls 


the quality of the medicines to make 
sure that all the medicines are fresh and 
of the highest professional quality. 


Anyone with epilepsy can join the ser- 


vice for $1 a year and those interested 
should contact the N.E.L. Service, 222 N. 
Michigan Avenue, Chicago, 111. 60601. 
Parents or guardians of a child with epi- 
lepsy can order for him. 


OF COURSE, the pharmacy fills pre- 


scriptions only from the patient's doctor. 
Like any other pharmacy the service 
does not offer advice on medications or 
epilepsy. That is up to the patient's doc- 
tor. 


The medicine is mailed promptly in a 


plain wrapper. All mail and even money 
orders can simply be. marked N.E.L. Ser- 
vice. 


If you know of someone with epilepsy 


and don't want to talk to them about it, 
you can send their name and address to 
the N.E.L. Service and they will contact 
the person directly. 


Anyone with epilepsy can join. All they 


need to do is send their name and ad- 
dress along with their doctor's pre- 
scription to the service. The N.E.L. Ser- 
vice will bill them later. The medicine 
must be paid for within 30 days. 


It takes about two weeks to get medi- 


cine, so orders should be placed two 
weeks before the home medical supply 
runs out. 


Now that is what I call a real construc- 


tive program and I hope it helps a lot of 
people. It is a nonprofit organization, but 
it isn't a charity. All the members pay 
for their service. The more people who 
utilize the service, the easier it will be to 
provide quality medicines at lower cost. 
We need a few more services like that 
for people with heart disease, diabetes 
and other long illnesses that require ex- 
pensive medicines regularly. 


Did you know that some children out- 


grow epilepsy? The tendency to have 
convulsions may decrease as the child 
gets older and in some fortunate children 
when medicine is discontinued, it isn't 
needed any more. Sometimes it takes 
several years off medication, however, to 
be certain there will be no more difficul- 
ty.

NATURALLY HE CALLED me after 


the fact. They always do. And even as 
your friends do unto you, he said things 
like "it was fantastic" and "you should 
have been there." 


But I wasn't there. I was here, alter- 


nately freezing and thawing my fingers 
and watching the next generation playing 
ice hockey in my driveway. 


"There" is an expensive hunting club 


near Dawson, Ga., where Ed Bertie and 
his son Ed Bertie Jr., along with Pete 
and Jim Scheffler and Richard Wing, all 
of Harrington, spent two $100 days shoot- 
ing quail. 


A pair of resident crackers have con- 


verted • mere thousand acres of their 
S.OM acre plantation (in Illinois it's 
called a farm) Into a private upland 
game 
club and named it Tallwakee. 


And la honor of the occasion, they in- 
vited Berlle and bis friends for some 
halting. 


Well, now "hunting" may not be ex- 


actly the right description for the event. 
These boys really had to rough it in the 
sunny south. 


For example, they had to drive all the 


way to O'Hare airport before they could 
put themselves in friendly hands. But af- 
ter that it was something else. A jet 
plane landed them in Albany, Ga., where 
they were met by a chauffeur from Tall- 
wakee who sped them to the club lodge 
rooms just 24 miles left of Dawson. 


The $100 per day that the excursion 


cost the quintet, per person, included 
their rooms and meals, guides, bunting 
dogs, jeep* and drivers. Yes, jeeps and 
drivers. 


Here's bow Tallwakee goes: The dogs 


aad hunter* are loaded into the Jeeps, 
which have elevated seats so that the 
baiters can watch the dogs work ahead 
— three dogs at a time, searching the 
heavy brash where the quail are hiding. 
Wheai a dog finds a covey of quail, he 
goes OB point and the other dogs back the 
point, all froien into the stereotyped ta- 
bleau that starts the adrenaline coursing 
la even the most aged of hunters. 


Because this is heavy quail cover, the 


birds can be expected to hold under the 
staunch and watchful eye of the pointers. 
The men alight from the jeep, uncase 
their shotguns, load them and then ap- 
proach the dogs. 


Unless you've experienced it you prob- 


ably can't understand the effect that a 
flushing covey of quail has on a man. 
Quail aren't as swift and unpredictable 
as grouse, for example. They don't flush 
straight up, right back over your head as 
a woodcock often does. But they don't 
lumber out of the cover like a big ring- 
neck pheasant either. 


Quail almply pot powerful muscles to 


WOTk awl scream oat of the cover under 
a Ml thrtftle. And almost nobody gets a 
Mafl o«t of «be first covey he Hushes. 
After the first one, y«m might get tacky 
am* riffle • leather or two aad then, 


eventually, you settle down and get them 
one, sometimes two at a time. 


In their two days of hunting, Berlte's 


party harvested 200 quail, a few of them 
domestically raised and planted late last 
fall, but most of them wild, natural quail 
that thrive in the protection cover and 
cultivated croplands of the Georgia 
plains. 


Evenings each day after the hunt were 


mainly consumed at the dinner table 
where Ed Berlie reports "I haven't any 
idea what the things we ate were called. 
I mean you can recognize some of the 
ingredients, but Mrs. Banks, (who does 
the cooking for the club's capacity of 
eight guests) puts things together in a 
way I've never tasted before. It was 
great and there was so much to eat and 
such a variety that once dinner was 
over, you just felt like you didn't want to 
move ever again. 


And, too, that jumping in and out of 


the jeep can probably get exhausting. 


But let no man inquire as to the 


"sportutess" of such comfortable Bunt- 
Ing. While it may be true that there is 
something special about walking behind 
a dog, even the most "pare" of qiail 
hunters will admit that after an hour or 
two. you can't keep up with big-runaing 
pointers. 


So, in Georgia, the jeep has replaced 


the horse as a safari animal. And the 
jeep is a lot easier to catch and remount 
after the shooting is over.

THERE HAS BEEN much inquiry 


about the legality of driving a oar on Illi- 
nois lakes for ice fishing, part of the con-

But Section 25.03 of Article III Fish 


Code of Illinois covers ice fishing, with 
regard to the number and size of the hole 
you can cut in the ice, the number of 
rods or tip-ups, etc., and further says: 
"nor shall any shelter or conveyance of 
any type be placed or used on such ice of 
any of the public waters of the State, 
except a portable fishing shelter con- 
structed of a framework of metal or 
wood and covered with a canvas, paper, 
plastic material, or any similar fabric." 


Which means you can't drive a car "a 


conveyance" on the fee to ice fish. Nor, 
for that matter can yo» drive a snow- 
mobile or even p«ll a sled — if you're 
going to fish that is — oa the ice of any 
Illinois lake. 


If you promise not to fish, you can 


probably drive a bus on the ice. 


Jurisdiction for enforcement, by the 


way, of all Illinois Game and Fish Codes 
(Article 1, Section 6) says: "All employ- 
ees of the Department and all sheriffs, 
deputy sheriffs, constables and other po- 
lice officers shall arrest any person de- 
tected in violation of any of the provi- 
sions of tins Act, hiphuHng atimjnir

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The ice fishing season has attracted 


thousands on the Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict lakes and sloughs so far this year. 
"Many of these waters look as if a small 
city has suddenly sprung up on the sur- 
face," George W. Dunne, President of 
the Board of Commissioners, reported 
over the weekend. 


One of the 17 lakes, open for fishing, 


where catches have been quite successful 
is the 32S acre Saganashkee Slough, lo- 
cated south of 107th Street, west of Wil- 
low Springs Road, (104th Ave.), one mile 
south of 95th Street. Thousands of hardy 
fishermen have availed themselves of 
the good fish population present in this 
body of water. The largest bluegfll re- 
ported as caught in Saganashkee was

11% inches, and it was caught on cooked 
macaroni. (Don't throw out those left- 
overs mother!!!) Also reported have 
been many catches of 7 to 9 inch bluegill, 
and northern pikes in the 6 pound class. 


The biggest problem or complication in 


the ice fisherman's life has been the 
weather changes. The drastic cold snaps 
have been causing the fish to stop hit- 
ting. This combined with the high winds 
have driven the ice fisherman off the 
lakes. 


Tampier Lake, located west of Wolf 


Road, south of 132st Street, has been re- 
ported as producing some nice catches of 
bluegill, crappie, and now and then, a 
northern pike in the 6 pound range. 


Powderhorn Lake, 35 acres, located 2 


miles north of Calumet City, Vt mile east 
of Burnham Avenue, north of Brainard 
Avenue, is producing some excellent 
catches of crappie ranging in size from 9 
to 12 inches and some good yellow perch, 
10 to 12 inches. The bluegill fishing here 
has been a little sparse, but those caught 
are in the 7 to 8 inch class. 


The lakes of the north side of the coun- 


ty are reported as being slow in produc- 
ing catches. Again the major problem 
has been the inclement weather condi- 
tions.

Sterilization Clinic 
To Open In Chicago 


The first medical facility in Illinois de- 


voted exclusively to male sterilization 
will be opened March 1, at 100 E. Ohio 
St., Chicago. 


Operated by the Midwest Population 


Center, a nonprofit corporation formed to 
deal with population problems, the cen- 
ter will specialize in vasectomy surgery 
— the male sterilization process. 


The vasectomy clinic will be manned 


by a team of Chicago area physicians. 
Dr. Stanley R. Levine will serve as the 
chief of clinic services. He is on the 
American Board of Urology, a member 
of the American College of Surgeons and 
a consultant In urology at Hines Veterans 
Hospital. He is also on the staffs of Lake 
Forest and Highland Park hospitals. 


Both single and married men may ap- 


ply for the operation. The clinic will pro- 
vide professionals to give all applicants 
an in-depth interview and laboratory 
tests before acceptance. 


THE MIDWEST Population Center will 


promote voluntary sterilization as the 
belt possible method of birth control for 
those aduKs who do not want children. 


The Rev. Don C. Shaw, clinic director, 


said, "Our vasectomy services are pri- 
marily intended for middle class men. 


Contrary to what most people think, it is 
the middle and upper classes who are 
contributing most to the population ex- 
plosion hi the United States, accounting 
for approximately 70 per cent of our 
projected population increase between 
now and the end of the century." 


A vasectomy operation may be per- 


formed under local anesthesia in a doc- 
tor's office, a clinic, or outpatient depart- 
ment of a hospital. 


Surgically, it is achieved by removing 


a small portion of the sperm-carrying 
tube. It does not involve the removal of 
any gland or organ or interfere with 
sexual activity, a clinic s|X)kesman said. 


HE ADDED vasectomy clinics have 


been opened in other cities such as Mil- 
waukee, Ann Arbor and Cincinnati, and 
have proven to be a success to terms of 
the increasing numbers of dally appli- 
cants. 


In Chicago, the vasectomy clinic oper- 


ated by Midwest Population Center will 
also house office space for Zero Popu- 
lation Growth and the Council for Popu- 
lation and Environment. It will also 
serve as a referral and information 
warehouse for Mrth control related is- 
sues. Initially, the project was funded by 
the Playboy Foundation.

S.ction 4 
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Railroads: 
Transit Unit 
Need Glaring 


"Recent proposals for construction of 


huge multi-million dollar parking lots at 
o u t l y i n g Chicago Transit Authority 
(CTA) rapid transit line terminals and 
further expansion of the CTA system into 
Cook County are glaring manifestations 
of the need for a single transportation 
authority encompassing the six-county 
area of metropolitan Chicago." 


Chicago's six privately operated com- 


muter railroads made this joint state- 
ment this week in response to recent ac- 
tion hy the Cook County Board and a $400 
million expansion plan for CTA an- 
nounced last week by a member of the 
Chicago Transit Board. 


The railroads added that legislation for 


the establishment of a northeast Illinois 
regional transportation authority is now 
being prepared for introduction in the Il- 
linois State Legislature in March. The 
railroads are the Burlington Northern, Il- 
linois Central, Milwaukee Road, Chicago 
and North Western, Rock Island 
and 


South Shore railroad. 


"We are amazed," they said, "that the 


Cook County Board proposes to ask for 
massive grants of Federal and state 
funds to create giant parking lots at out- 
lying CTA rapid transit stations and that 
one CTA board member further proposes 
a $400 million expansion of the CTA, also 
largely with Federal funds, into the outer 
reaches of Cook County. Our amazament 
stems from the fact that such proposals 
demonstrate a concern only for the pub- 
lic interest that is limited to the CTA and 
parts of Cook County. 


"THESE 
PROPOSALS 
ignore 
the 


equally important mass transportation 
needs of the hundreds of thousands of 
people, and the many agencies that serve 
them, in the five other counties of metro- 
politan Chicago. 


"The Chicago railroads last August 


proposed the creation of a Chicago Met- 
ropolitan Area Transportation System 
that would coordinate the now frag- 
mented services of all carriers in the six 
counties, including the CTA service. It 
was advanced after a year of study as a 
constructive suggestion to all interests 
concerned about the problems of mass 
transportation in this area. Since that 
time no comment on this proposal has 
been made by the Chicago Transit 
Board, or for that matter the Cook Coun- 
ty Board, although it has received wide- 
spread press and public support. 


"One of the purposes of such a single, 


all-encompassing authority was to elimi- 
nate piecemeal planning and fragmented 
approaches to our mass transportation 
problems as characterized by the recent 
parking lot and CTA expansion propos- 
als. 


"The Cook County Board's proposal 


would divert thousands of riders from 
commuter trains to CTA trains because 
of CTA's flat fare with which we cannot 
compete 
It can be argued that large 


parking lots located at outlying CTA ter- 
minals may divert some motorists from 
the expressways to the CTA. But there 
are 25 other carriers in the six-county 
metropolitan area of Chicago, including 
Cook 
County, 
which 
provide trans- 


portation for more than 400,000 riders 
daily The parking lot plan will divert 
riders from these suburban railfand bus 
ran lers as well 


"Most of these commuter railroads 


and suburban bus lines are operating at 
such substantial losses that any further 
diversion of their riders will result in 
serious deterioration of their services af- 
fecting hundreds of suburban commu- 
nities in all six counties. In other words, 
what is wrong with the recent proposals 
is that they are being made on the as- 
sumption that what is good for Cook 
County expressways and the CTA is 
automatically good for Chicago metro- 
politan area transportation. 


"THE COMMl'TER railroads of Chi- 


cago are unwilling to tolerate further ex- 
pansion proposals for the CTA either 
directly or by satellite parking lots de- 
signed to attract suburban riders to the 
CTA until discussions and legislative pro- 
posals are undertaken to create a truly 
coordinated regional transporation agen- 
cy that involves all mass transportation 
and is designed to serve all the public in 
the six-county area. 


"We will oppose such unilateral ex- 


pansion with public funds and we se- 
riously question that the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation will grant federal 
funds for mass transit improvement to 
any agencies \vhcre a comprehensive 
plan for a regional system embracing all 
modes does not exist, or where such 
grants will seriously and adversely affect 
the ability of important transportation 
agencies to provide necessary services 
Such adverse impact on many Chicago 
area carriers is inevitable if the recent 
proposals were to be put into effect. 


"The six commuter railroads which 


carried more than 82.000,000 passengers 
last year do not believe that the interests 
of the 6.9 million people in northeastern 
Illinois who want and need a truly 
coordinated 'system1 of public trans- 
portation should be ignored, as indicated 
by the Cook County Board's parking lot 
plan, or that such interests be placed on 
the 'back burner for the time being,' as 
suggested by a CTA board member. The 
substantial operating losses of at least 
four of the six privately owned Chicago 
commuter railroads, as well as those of 
many suburban bus lines, are just as 
real as those of the publicly-owned CTA. 
In like manner, their contributions to the 
economic, cultural and social devel- 
opment of the six-county metropolitan 
area are just as meaningful."

SPRINGFIELD 
(UPI) — Dean S. 


Sweet, Illinois' new Selective Service di- 
rector, wears turtlenecks, has the air of 
a swinger and believes draft protesters 
are using "their God-given rights to 
think." 


Sweet took over as the state's draft di- 


rector at the first of the year. He was 
appointed to succeed John R. Hammack 
in the $22,800-a-year post by Gov. Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie. 


"I don't condemn them for it. We're in 


a period when young people exercise 
their god-given right to think, and 
they're doing it at a much younger age 
than they used to," Sweet, 49, said of the 
protesters in an interview with United 
Press International. 


Sweet is a Springfield native who 


joined the National Guard in 1940. In 1942 
he was activated as a private in the 
school, took part in the Normandy in- 
vasion and left the Army in 1945 as a 
captain. 


He served seven and a half months on 


active duty during the Korean conflict 
and then returned to Springfield where 
he divided his time between National 
Guard activities and his family's seed 
business, which he managed until becom- 
ing city purchasing agent in 1963. 


Prior to his appointment as draft di- 


rector, Sweet had completed a four-year 
term as Sangamon County treasurer. 


He has risen to the rank of lieutenant 


colonel in the National Guard and during 
the last nine years his summer and 
weekend training in the Guard has been 
in the state Selective Service headquar- 
ters where he worked closely with Ham- 
mack. 


SWEET SAID THAT while he does not 


condemn draft protesters, he does be- 
lieve that their ire is misdirected. 


"The men who get us into situations 


demanding manpower — not the draft — 
should catch hell, if that's the right 
word," Sweet said. 


"All the draft does is provide men 


when our leaders get us into, or lead us 
into, these situations," he said, "yet the 
kids are so set against the draft." 


Declining to b'ne up as either a "hawk" 


or a "dove," Sweet said his attitude on 
the war is: "We have to do what we 
have to do. I think our present tact of 
withdrawal'is wise." 


But as long as there is a conflict there 


and the need for men to fight it, Sweet 
said, he backs the draft. "I happen to 
support the draft system or I wouldn't be 
where I am," he said. 


"I look at it as a challenge to ensure 


everyone the rights guaranteed him un- 
der Selective Service statutes," the new 
director said. "I want everyone afforded 
his every legal right." 


Sweet said suggestions that induction 


be used as punishment for certain forms 
of draft resistance, such as draft card 
burning, repel him. 


"If the man next to me is in the Army 


as punishment, I feel I'm there for puni- 
tive reasons, too," he sair.. 


The U.S. Supreme Court has ruled that 


induction as punishment for draft pro- 
tests is unconstitutional. 


Sweet said he thinks the draft system 


works pretty well, particularly since the 
introduction of the lottery method. 


"The lottery system is a good deal be- 


cause it shortens the period of uncertain- 
ty for these young people," he said. 
"There used to be a seven-year period of 
uncertainty, but now it's only a year." 


THE NEW DIRECTOR said he consid- 


ers himself an administrator, not an in- 
novator. 


Thus, Sweet said, questions about a 


volunteer Army, universal service and 
the elimination of armed forces are out- 
side his jurisdiction. But he did offer 
some thoughts on these subjects. 


"Eliminating the armed forces is be- 


yond what I've thoughi. about in relation 
to my job." Sweet sa d, "b'lt I believe 
the world being what i. is, it's important 
to keep tabs on our manpower capability 
as long as there are standing military 
forces on the other side of the political 
spectrum." 


A notion of a universal service in 


which everyone serves, regardless of his 
or her physical, financial or educational 
status, drew a negative response from 
Sweet. 


"We would only get into that when 


there's an all-out military effort." he 
said. "Can you imagine the surplus of 
people we'd have if everyone had to 
serve? We have too many eligible people 
now." 


A volunteer Army, in Sweet's view, is 


an interesting idea but one which does 
not stand up well in fact of historical ex- 
perience. 


"When there have been low draft 


quotas, enlistments have been low, and 
when the draft call is high, the number 
of volunteers is comparably high," Sweet 
said. 


He said that recent attempts to make 


military life more bearable could attract 
more enlisted men, but an all-voluneer 
Army is still just an idea. 


"Cutting out 'Mickey Mouse' details, 


such as Saturday work, eliminating early 
reveille and raising solidiers' pay will all 
help," he said, "but the military right 
now isn't popular enough with the young, 
no matter how we package it, to make a 
strictly volunteer Army practical." 


In Illinois 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL.,—The woods are 


undisturbed .except for the large wooden 
trap which sits beside a small cleaning. 
The early morning chill brings the deer 
out in search of food, and they know 
there is always plenty of corn inside the 
large wooden structure. 


Only this time, as they walk into the 


box and begin eating, there is a "thud," 
and they have been trapped. 


Shortly afterward a team of game biol- 


ogists will arrive and remove the deer 
from the trap, tag them and move them 
to a new location where studies can be 
made of them. 


The Department of Conservation has 


trapped deer in southern Illinois since 
I960. An average of 75 to 80 are trapped 
each year. Some are traded to West Vir- 
ginia in exchange for wild turkey, which 
are be.ng restocked in the state, but 
most are tagged nrrl released in the Ben- 
ham Ridge area of the Shawnee National 
Forest in Pope County. 


Here, studies in population, reproduc- 


tion and movement are conducted in an 
effort to gam knowledge of the deer 
trends which will help the department in 
setting better deer seasons for Illinois 
hunters in the future. 


To all intents and purposes, the white- 


tailed deer became extinct in Illinois in 
the early 1900's. However, today white- 
tails flourish in every Illinois county. 


RESTOCKING DEER into Illinois be- 


gan shortly after the close of World War 
II, and the Department of Conservation 
conducted the first deer hunt in 1957. 


The 13 years since have seen 80,000 


deer 
harvested 
with 
over 
8,000,000 


pounds of venison. 


According to Jack Calhoun, the leader 


of the deer project for the Department of 
Conservation, the big reason deer do so 
well in Illinois is the abundance of natu- 
ral foods and the lack of natural pre- 
dators. "The only real predator the deer 
has is man," he said. "The only other 
predators in Illinois are an occasional 
tx)bcat and some free running dogs." 


Illinois deer trapping started when the 


herd was reproducing at such a stagger- 
ing rate that the puzzled game biologists 
wanted to find the reason. Female deer 
were tagged and released and 85 per 
cent were found to be fawning at one 
year of age compared to 10 per cent in 
most northern states. 


"We found that this early age fawning 


was due to the good nutritional diet the 
deer were getting in Illinois," said Cal- 
houn. "Under these ideal circumstances 
deer were found to grow and mature fas- 
ter, and the deer herd was doubling al- 
most yearly." 


All of the deer trapping is now done in 


the Union County Wildlife Refuge located 
near Jonesboro. The 4x4x12 foot traps re- 
semble rabbit traps that are open at both 
ends. Food is placed in the center and a 
trip wire is strung across the food. When 
the deer gel the food, the trap is sprung. 


"WE KEEP the traps baited year 


round," said Calhoun. "But we only trap 
deer in the winter months. In the sum- 
mer months we put salt blocks in the 
traps and corn is used in the winter." 


The year round baiting is done to let 


the deer become accustomed to the food 
supply in the trap, and by the time game 
biologists are ready to trap them, the 
deer have no fears at all. 


"It's not uncommon for us to catch two 


deer in a single trap," commented Cal- 
houn. "In fact, we have caught up to five 
in one trap, but that was a real mess 
trying to get them out. One problem is 
that other animals also use the traps for 
a food supply. We've caught raccoons, 
bobcats and even turkey in them. This 


led us to devise a method of setting the 
trap so it could be sprung by either a 
light or heavy force." 


At this time the department is oper- 


ating 12 traps on the refuge and they will 
trap about 50 deer for study this year. 


Nets are placed over the openings after 


the deer are trapped, and the door is 
raised. When the deer sees daylight he 
runs for it and is caught in the net and 
tagged. He is then moved to a large 
transporting box on a truck and taken 
immediately to the new area. 


Only the younger deer are moved. The 


older ones are released in the same area. 


"We have found that replanted deer 


may move as far as eight or ten miles 
from the area we release them hi," said 
Calhoun. "Most deer won't move much 
farther than a mile in their natural 
habitat." 


Deer hunting in Illinois is increasingly 


becoming one of the favorite sports for 
hunters. In 1970, over 46,000 Illinoisans 
bought deer permits and bagged 8,756 
deer in the six-day split shotgun seasons. 
An additional 12,758 permits were sold 
and around 300 deer were harvested by 
bow and arrow hunters who had a 78-day 
season. 


76 of the 102 Illinois counties were open 


to shotgun hunters and all counties were 
opened to bow hunters. 


ALMOST EXTINCT in the early 1900s, deer w 
stocked into Illinois in the late 1940s, and today white 


re- 
tailed deer thrive in every county. 


Great Decisions, 1971 


Which Way To Peace—And When?

WASHINGTON 
fUPI) - 
President 


Nixon, while pleased with the progress so 
far of his Vietnamization program, badly 
needs a breakthrough on the diplomatic 
front between now and mid-1972. 


The U.S. troop withdrawal program is 


proceeding on schedule to the accom- 
paniment of administration acclaim over 
prospects for getting out of the war. 
Nevertheless, the President still faces 
tough decisions in Southeast Asia and 
there i no doubt he recognizes this. 


The decisions he must make have to do 


with the manner in which the United 
States finally liquidates its Vietnamese 
adventure and what it leaves behind in 
an area that now is plagued by a wider 
war than existed at the time of American 
intervention. 


Most administration officials acknowl- 


edge that a peace agreement, backed by 
some form of international guarantees, 
offers the only real prospect for givVg 
the South Vietnamese the right to deter- 
mine their own future, which is what the 
war has been all about. 


VIETNAMIZATION — The process of 


gradually withdrawing American troops 
as South Vietnamese attain the capabil- 
ity to replace them — is not a solution in 
Vietnam or Southeast Asia in general. 


It is simply a formula for U.S. dis- 


engagement, hopefully under conditions 
that will leave the Saigon government 
with a fighting chance for survival in the 
midst of chaos. 


Complete withdrawal of U.S. forces 


cannot be contemplated until and unless 
a way is found to induce Hanoi and the 
Viet Cong to talk peace terms somewhat 
acceptable to the United States and 
South Vietnam. 


This is turn involves decisions as to 


whether the United States, which main- 
tains President Nguyen Van Thieu in 
power, should insist that he discuss with* 
the Viet Cong some form of interim coa- 
lition government. So far, he has flatly 
refused to do this and Nixon has backed 
him up. 


The situation also could be altered if 


some South Vietnamese leader such as 
Gen. Duong Van Minh, who held office 
briefly in 1963, is able to regain power in 
the proposed September, 1971, elections. 


THE COMMUNISTS have said they 


would be willing to negotiate with Minh, 
who is trying to put together a coalition 
of anti-Communist leaders to oust Thieu 
in September. However, in South Viet- 
nam the army comprises the only cohe- 
sive political force and there is no evi- 
dence at this point that it is prepared to 
desert Thieu for Minh. 


Some analysts have concluded that 


Nixon's Vietnamization program is sim- 
ply a facesaving cover behind which the 
United States intends to pull all its forces 
out of Vietnam and leave it up to the 
Indochinese to settle their own differ- 
ences. 


But this probably is misleading. When 


the President explained his Vietnam- 
ization program in detail on Nov. 3, 1969, 
he said that final U.S. withdrawal would 
come only when the South Vietnamese 
"become strong enough to defend their 
own freedom." 


U.S. military officers and pacification 


officials in the field say it will be four 
to five years before Saigon can be ex- 
pected to handle its own defense with- 
out any help. 


Whether and when Hanoi decides to 


negotiate on terms acceptable to the Al- 
lies may well be determined by events in 
Southeast Asia outside Vietnam. 


HANOI IS orchestrating the war in 


Vietnam 'Attitude Problem' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Apart from 


the great military and political problems 
that complicate any settlement of the 
Vietnam War, there is the problem of the 
attitudes o» Vietnam's own people. 


For one thing, there is no single politi- 


cal leader in South Vietnam who can 
claim the allegiance of even a bare ma- 
jority of the population. Further, there 
are deep religious and cultural divisions 
within the country that work against the 
building of any real sense of national en- 
tity. 


The peasantry, who comprise about 70 


per cent of South Vietnam's population, 
have little identity with the national gov- 
ernment in Saigon. They tend to be polit- 
ically passive, uninterested in ideologies 
and who is running what so long as they 
are left to themselves. 


Many objective observers see this as 


one of the greatest obstacles to estab- 
lishing a democratic regime — that the 
peasants seem willing to live under any 
regime, be it Communist, democratic or 
anything else, that will just permit them 
to till their fields and raise then- fami- 
lies. 


Laos and Cambodia, as well as Vietnam, 
from a new headquarters and supply 
area in Southern Laos where Hanoi has 
widened its area of conquest. 


There are differing views as to wheth- 


er the primary objective of the buildup 
there is to strike eastward across the 
northern part of South Vietnam or drive 
south into Cambodia, in an effort to out- 
flank South Vietnam. 


Congressional pressure has resulted in 


a prohibition against the use of American 
ground forces in Cambodia to prop up 
the struggling regime of Premier Lon 
Nol. South Vietnam has undertaken to 
help Lon Nol at present and. amid con- 
gressional controversy, the United States 
has given heavy air and logistical sup- 
port. 


A major assault by Hanoi, which so far 


is estimated to have used only about 
8,000 of its more than 40,000 troops 'n 
Cambodia, could drain strength 
from 


South Vietnam if the Saigon government 
tried to help resist a major offensive in 
Cambodia. 


This, in turn, could delay the ability ef 


the South Vietnamese to take over total 
responsibility for ground defense of tif"~ 
own country. 


Officials acknowledge that an inter 


national sponsored and enforced peace 
agreement for the area would be thf 
most desirable objective. Therefore Ni> 
on can be expected to intensify efforts 11 
end the impasse at Paris — possibl 
even to the extent of twisting Thieu'^ 
arm to get him to agree to an interim 
coalition with the Communists pending 
a final settlement. 


This could be considered an "hono1 


able" conclusion to the American partii 
pation in the conflict — so long as the 
settlement lasted.

Howie Dispute 
Moves Another

Attorneys representing the multisided 


special assessment controversey in the 
Hoffman Estates Howie-in-the-Hills sub- 
division yesterday came another step 
closer to a trial. 


The village is in court to defend itself 


against charges that former village offi- 
cials improperly allowed the estab- 
lishment of Special Assessments 4, 5, and 
7. The assessments paid for street and 
sewer improvements in the defunct sub- 
division. 


During yesterday's pre-trial hearing, 


Attorney John Mann, representing the 
Teamsters Pension Fund, said, that 
fraud involving the village's special as- 
sessments would have become evident to 


Meitzner In 
Trustee Race

Schaumburg village officials view of 


low income housing in the growing com- 
munity is one of the motivating factors 
in Earl Meitzner's decision to run for one 
of two two-year terms on the board of 
trustees to be filled in the April 20 elec- 
tion. 


A 10-year resident of the Weathersfield 


subdivision, Meitzner, an art instructor 
in Maine Township high schools, said 
that his desire to run for trustee is based 
on concern for the residents of the great- 
er Schaumburg area. 


"Through discussions on a very basic 


level held with friends over the past five 
to seven years, I feel I have no alterna- 
tive." Meitzner, who filed petitions Mon- 
day morning, told The Herald. 


"My candidacy is not in opposition to 


the concept of a planned community but 
my thinking is based along the lines of 
homeowners concerned about low cost 
housing," Meitzner added. He said that 
he 1s in favor of construction of federally 
subsidized housing in the village. 


Trustee Jack Larsen and Herb Aigner, 


now a member of the village zoning 
board of appeals, are seeking election to 
two year terms on the United Citizens 
Party <CP> slate headed by Mayor Rob- 
ert 0. Atcher. 


Also running for a two year trustee 


term is Sig Thorsen, an incumbent who 
was eliminated from the UCP slate, and 
last Friday filed petitions as an indepen- 
dent. 


MEITZNER EXPECTS to garner the 


majority of his support from friends and 
acquaintances who signed his petitions 
and said that his campaign is now In for- 
mative stages. 


The father of four described himself as 


a strictly independent voter but if 
pressed to declare a preference Meitzner 
said he probably could be classified as a 
"moderate" Republican. 


His service in community work in- 


cludes serving on Task Force I, a study 
group now dealing with investigation of 
the possibility of eventual merger of 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg. 


bond purchasers if an investigation of 
village records would have been made 
prior to the purchase. 


A look at the contract between the vil- 


lage and Tri-W Construction, general 
contractors in the special assessments, 
would have shown thai moat of the im- 
provement work in the subdivision was 
completed at the time the assessment 
was confirmed in court, he added. 


FRAUDULENT ESTIMATES of work 


completed in the subdivision would also 
have been evident, Mann said. He added 
that he is prepared to submit evidence 
supporting his statements, but prior mo- 
tions concerning the case must be dealt 
with first. 


Before the hearing session ended the 


possibility that the trial will be postponed 
for 30 days arose. Village Atty. Edward 
Hofert asserted that the village's case 
would not be complete without testimony 
from Joseph Teitelbaum, 62, a pension 
fund executor, now recuperating from 
surgery. 


Since April, 1968, attorneys represent- 


ing the Teamsters Pension Fund have 
tried to establish their right to funds sal- 
vaged from the subdivision above the 
lien held by bondholders. 


HOFERT YESTERDAY said that be- 


fore the pension fund makes any claim 
that a fraud was perpetrated or that the 
fund suffered a loss, that evidence will 
have to be shown that there was actual 
financial injury. 


Hofert maintains this will be difficult 


to prove. 


Mann's statement came after bond- 


holders attorney Aram Hartunian told 
the court that previous cases show that 
court confirmation of a special assess- 
ment is final and that any alleged fraud 
is a matter for separate court action. 


Hartunian made his statement hoping 


to confirm the validity of the bonds re- 
gardless of what frauds may become evi- 
dent. He represents Irving Rootberg's 
Admiral Builders, a large bondholder in 
the Howie-in-the-Hills special assess- 
ments and other bondholders as well. 


A DECISION ON Hartunian's motion is 


expected today. If it is not upheld by the 
court, then a trial will proceed. 


Teamsters Union Pension Fund law- 


yers claimed that village officials in-

village Atty. Peter 


Schultz, present in court yesterday, and 
Ciorba, Spies and Gustafson, village en- 
gineers, were aware of alleged impri- 
orities. Teamsters attorneys also claimed 
they did not receive due notice of the 
special assessment proceedwgs. 


Petition to enter the case was made by 


Atty. Stev» Bashwiner, representing the 
receivers of City Savings and Loan who 
hold title to the property. 


A jurisdictional question arose whether 


the receivers could enter because they 
are under the immediate jurisdiction of 
federal court Judge William Campbell.

To construct the course, 140,000 cubic 


yards of peat have to be relocated to 
create and expand water bodies on the 
course, Pearce said. 


When peat, an organic material, is 


warm it's like a sponge soaking up mois- 
ture and can best be moved when it is 
frozen' he added. 


"If we were to put a piece of equip- 


ment out on the peat when it is warm we 
may just as well plant a flag where the 
equipment would sink," Pearce added. 


The golf course, to cost nearly $1 mil- 


lion is on 120 acres of Multicon property 
and will have its fairways and greens 
winding through the 2,700 apartment and 
condominium units to be built at Hilldale 
Village. 


ANOTHER 110,000 cubic yards of top 


soil and fill will be moved during the golf 
course's development and 10 acres of 
lakes are being created or expanded be- 
fore the course is ready for play. 


Seven miles of irrigation lines, a mile 


of drainage lines and more than Vt mile 
of creeks are also being incorporated 
into the course before its completion. 


"There's no restruction weather-wise; 


as long as a man is willing to climb on a 
machine," Pearce said about delays 
through the winter in making the course 
ready. 


"In the ease going now, it depends on 


the operators and how hungry they are." 
he added. 


BUILDING A GOLF course is not like 


constructing a building where a restrict- 
ed set of prints are used. 


In a golf course the topography is used 


to its best advantage and as few topogra- 
phical changes as possible are planned. 


But, in the development the ecology is

for more than ten years. Proper consid- 
eration must be given to engineering rec- 
ommendations so that cures can be exe- 
cuted. This demands determined dia- 
logue and complete cooperation between 
the village board, the independent engi- 
neer, and the continuing flood control 
committee. As an added measure to as- 
sure flood control in future annexations, 
a member of the flood committee should 
sit on the planning commission. 


"Industrial Growth ... For a healthy 


the village an active and adequately 
staffed industrial committee must be ap- 
pointed, whose purpose would be to in- 
troduce the village to desirable industry. 


"Agenda. . . Adoption of an agenda 


procedure in order that the board may 
operate as a more efficient legislative 
body, with consideration to the freedom 
of expression of the residents. 


"POLLUTION . . . Operating within 


the pollution ordinance and encouraging 
the efforts of the beautification com- 
mittee the village can take a giant step 
to protect its ecology on strictly a local 
basis. 


"Community Center ... An immediate 


feasibility study regarding the construc- 
tion of Municipal facilities worthy of a 
village of Hanover Park's status, togeth- 
er with the development of an appro- 
priate Community Center.

Bartholomew is doing and adequate job 
on the ordinance considering that they 
had to start "cold turkey," and are not 
getting too much help from the commis- 
sion. 


Lewis said Dyke complied with the 


commissions requests and presented the 
following materials: 


Nine additional copies of the model or- 


dinance; a check list on sub-divisions; 
copies of the presently outlined ordi- 
nance for the plan commission; addition 
to the plan commission by-laws, the 
items from the model ordinances and the 
old ordinance; a recommended reading 
list, a map, recommendation of a list of 
items for the plan commission for their 
own notebook, highlighting of the pre- 
annexation procedures and by-laws and a 
separate ordinance on aesthetics. 


The trustee noted that members of the 


commission will be informed of the deliv- 
ery and after review of the materials

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Seek Maximum Local Control 
Board Prepares Ordinance 
To Rule Cable Television 


Cable television is going to come to 


Wheeling, but it will come on the terms 
decided by village officials, not the terms 
of television franchise firms. 


That is what village board members 


decided Monday at a meeting of the 
board's judiciary and purchasing com- 
mittee. 


Trustees directed village atty. Paul 


Hamer to prepare a draft of an ordi- 
nance designed to provide proper control 
over a franchised cable television oper- 
ation and to safeguard the village and 
local residents against cable operators 
who promise more than they deliver. 


The board decided to delay a decision 


on which firm will receive the single 
franchise for cable television in the vil- 
lage and to concentrate instead on pro- 
viding maximum local control over the 
cable franchiser who is eventually cho- 
sen for the village. 


Trustee Ira Bird, who heads the com- 


mittee, said a special commission to 
regulate franchises and utilities in the 
village would be one way of controling 
cable television. 


TRUSTEE ROGER Strieker suggested 


that such a commission could help sub- 
scribers to the CATV system who feel 
they are not getting all mat the franchi- 
ser promised. 


Cable television is a system of carry- 


ing television signals, picked up by a 
community antenna, to local homes 
through coaxial cable. 


Local subscribers who decide to buy 


the service would receive better recep- 
tion on channels they now receive. They 
would also receive education and public 
s e r v i c e programming originated in 
Wheeling, and possibly channels from 
distant areas as well. 


For the service they would pay an in- 


stallation charge of from $15 to $25 and a 
monthly fee of $5 or $6. 


The village has authority under state 


statutes to grant a franchise for a firm to 
sell cable television service to Wheeling 
residents. Because only one firm can 
profitably operate in the village at a 
time, the village has the power to regu- 
late the franchise. 


THREE COMPANIES have made pre- 


sentations to the village. Wheeling would 
be the first municipality in the metropoli-

C. Scanlon talked of the necessity of hav- 
ing the power to get rid of a franchise 
operator who fails to give good service. 


Scanlon said that the franchise should 


come up for regular review like local li- 
quor licenses. 


He questioned how the companies 


would solicit for business since the vil- 
lage frowns on door-to-door sates. 


"It will be up to local citizens when 


they want to subscribe, but when they do 
want to we should be ready with village 
government control," Bird said. 


Trustees pointed out that a subscriber

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C&NW Officials Urge Fare Hike OK By ICC 


The Chicago & North Western Railway 


turned a profit of $1.9 million last year, 
but needs an increase in commuter rates 
to withstand rising wages and benefits 
paid to its employes, railroad officials 
told the Illinois Commerce Commission 
yesterday 


Among officials testifying before the 


ICC in Chicago was Harold A. Lenske, 
director of passenger and commuter ser- 
vices for C&NW. Under cross-exam- 
ination by Jack Siegel. Arlington Heights 
Village attorney, he conceded the $1.9 
million profit, but said the railroad lost 
$2 million on inter-city routes other than 
commuter lines. 


The railroad has asked an average 


rate increase of 7 per cent in commuter 
fares, to be effective March 1, but 
Lenske told ICC hearing officer Joseph 
McHugh, the C&NW could break even in 
1971 with an increase of 2.4 per cent. 


The ICC hearing ended yesterday fol- 


lowing intensive questioning of railroad 
officials by Siegel. 


SIEGEL TOLD McHugh, "I am not op- 


posing anything at this point." He said 
his job was to report to Arlington 
Heights officials and said if they wish to 
oppose the rate increase he will notify 
McHugh by tomorrow. 


Lenske said the C&NW profit in 1970 


represented a return on its base fare 
rate of 3.92 per cent. He said a 7 per cent 
increase would raise this return to 4.92 
per cent. 


He said the 7 per cent average in- 


crease would actually consist of increas- 
es of from 6.84 to 7.17 per cent from vari- 
ous stations. 


Passenger traffic from the Arlington 


Heights station — busiest point on the 
commuter line — was up 5.6 per cent in 
1970, 
Lenske said. An over-all increase of 


3.5 per cent is projected for 1971. 


Siegel noted that the C&NW had re- 


ceived rate increases of 11 per cent in 
the past two years, and asked whether 


there had been any increases in frequen- 
cy of service. Lenske said there had not.

Annex Petitions Planned 


Petitions calling for annexation to the 


Village of Mount Prospect will be circu- 
lated next week in the portions of Pros- 
pect Heights and unincorporated Mount 
Prospect represented by five homeowner 
associations. 


A sixth organization, the River Trails 


Association, also plans to petition for an- 
nexation to the Village of Mount Pros- 
pect. However at a meeting Monday 
n i g h t , the association membership 
agreed to proceed toward annexation, in- 
dependent of the other associations at 
this time. Of 113 ballots returned to the 
association, 8 residents said they fa- 
vored annexation to Mount Prospect. The 
remaining 31 preferred incorporation or 
the currently unincorporated area. The 
ballots 
were delivered 
to 
residents 


recently along with a fact sheet review- 
ing annexation and incorporation. 


The River Trails Association repre- 


sents approximately 700 residents in the 
C a m e 1 o t, Randwood, Versailles and 
Sycamore Square subdivisions. The asso- 
ciation area, located north of Foundry 
Road and west of Wolf Road, borders 
Mount Prospect on the east. 


THE FIVE OTHER "new town" asso- 


ciations (the "new town" area is east of 
Wolf Road) which plan to petition to an- 
nex to Mount Prospect, will probably 
proceed without the River Trails group, 
according to a representative of the five 
associations. 


The five tre the Castle Heights, Rain- 


bow Ridge, Woodview, Euclid-Lake and 
Parkview homeowner associations. The 
group borders Mount Prospect along a 
short stretch of Wolf Road just north of 
Foundry Road. There the village bound- 
aries extend north of Foundry Road to 
include the Dist. 26 Feenhanville and 
River Trails Junior High schools. (The 
area must border the village to be an- 
nexed.) 


The move toward securing some form 


of local government for the unincorpo- 
rated area was instigated by the North- 
west Suburban Council of Associations. 
The council is comprised of eight home- 
owner associations in Prospect Heights 
and a portion of unincorporated Mount 


Prospect. 
In preliminary balloting six council as- 


sociations have supported annexation to 
Mount Prospect while two associations 
favor incorporation. Leaders of both the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation (PHIA), which represents the "old 
town" area (west of Wolf Road) and the 
Wolf-Mandel Association, which repre- 
sents a small area along Wolf Road just 
north of Camp McDonald Road, prefer 
incorporation as a city. 


AFTER THE River Trails Association 


decided it would not join the other asso- 
ciations in circulating annexation peti- 
tions, Marie Caylor, council secretary, 
said, "We are not going to be stopped'by 
this. We will proceed with the hope that 
the River Trails group will change their 
plans after investigating the matter fur- 
ther." 


According to James Miller, president 


of the River Trails Association, his group 
decided to act independently at this time 
because of conflicting time schedules. 
"We don't feel people in our area have 
enough time to fully digest the facts. We 
will not be ready to circulate petitions as 
soon as the other associations." 


Miller raid the association has formed 


a committee to take steps toward annex- 


ation. "We should begin circulating peti- 
tions within the next 30 days." 


Miller did not rule out the possibility 


that his group might join the other asso- 
ciations after petitions are signed. How- 
ever at the meeting Monday, one resi- 
dent pointed out that "River Trials Will 
have a better chance to be annexed by 
Mount Prospect if we petition by our- 
selves." 


THE OTHER five associations plan to 


begin circulating petitions next week. 
Mrs. Caylor said Anton Adams, a Mount 
Prospect surveyor, has been retained by 
the group to write a legal description of 
the area proposed for annexation. This 
description must be included in the an- 
nexation petition. In addition, Mrs. Caj- 
lor said the surveyor will prepare a 
drawing of the area which will be sub- 
mitted to the Cook County Circuit Court 
at the time of filing. 


The five associations should be ready 


to file for annexation by the middle of 
March said Mrs. Caylor. At least 51 per 
cent of the residents in the area proposed 
for annexation must sign the petition. 


If the village consents to the annexa- 


tilon proposals, a referendum will be 
held in the area petitioning for annexa- 
tion.

mittee Monday night, he passed the con- 
troversial question to a group which has

Jan 11 Within that week Walsh and Leo 
Mueller, plan commission chairman, 
named representatives of their respec- 
tive groups to the committee 


Plan Commissioner William Hannum 


was named chairman. Hannum said yes- 
terday the group has not yet held a meet- 
ing and does not have one scheduled. 


Also on the study committee are 


trustees Frank Palmatier, Hurt Thomp- 
son and Dwight Walton and plan com- 
missioners Alice Harms, James McGrath 
and John Langhenry. 


Walsh .said Monday the policy propos- 


al, submitted by the Concerned Metro- 
politan 
Citizens Committee 
(CMCC) 


would be considered as pert of the infor- 
mation the group will consider in their 
study. 


BASICALLY, THE proposal urges the 


village board to create a new zoning 
classification for low and moderate-in- 
come housing developments 


The proposal also suggested the imme- 


diate selection of sites in the village for 
the classification and additional selec- 


tions as new areas are annexed. The for- 
mation of a village housing authority, 
maximum use of state and federal funds 
and the participation of minority group 
members were also urged. 


According to the CMCC a "Workable 


Program for Community Improvement" 
should be formulated and submitted to 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. This "Workable Program" 
would include a comprehensive state- 
m e n t of the v i l l a g e housing 
policy and specific provisions for rent 
supplement projects. 


The citizens group said the housing au- 


thority should have power of emminent 
domain which could be used, if neces- 
sary, to acquire sites for low and moder- 
ate-income developments. 


Trustee Burt Thompson questioned 


CMCC representatives on rezomng areas 
already in the village. Thompson said, 
"As you are well aware, we have no au- 
thority just to rezone per our own fiat. 
This can be done only when the owner 
petitions the board for such a change " 


TOM BAI.DIK08KI. of the CMCC, an- 


swered that the housing authority would 
have the power to condemn land when 
necessary "It is our conviction that this 
is the only way to get things done," Bal- 
dikoski said He added that some areas 
of the village, especially some older and 
deteriorating sections 
are "ripe for 


change " 


Newman Cryer, the CMCC spokesman 


who presented the proposal to the board, 


told the trustees he fett "low income" 
means families earning less than $5,000 
per year and "moderate income" in- 
cludes families earning between $5,000 
and $7,500 per year. Cryer said, "All of 
us came here from somewhere else. The 
opportunity should not stop with the man 
who lives here now just because he 
worked hard." 


Several other people addressed the 


board, urging adoption of the proposal. 


Charles Collins, a black who presently 


resides in Park Forest, told the board he 
has to commute 110 miles a day to his 
job in Des Plaines. Collins, a graduate 
biologist, said he cannot find suitable 
employment in the Park Forest area. 
"As an American in 1971, I shouldn't 
have to appeal to my fellow citizens for 
housing," Collins said. "I should experi- 
ence adequate housing as a reality, rath- 
er than see you regard it as a problem." 


ROBERTO MUNOZ, of the Illinois Mi- 


grant Council, said he has lived in the 
Arlington Heights area for the past seven 
years. Munoz criticized the board for 
asking how many low-income families 
reside within the village limits. "How 
can you queston those numbers? How 
can we live in the village when we can't 
afford it in the first place?" 


John Sheehan, chairman of the Neigh- 


bors At Work organization, also ques- 
tioned the village limit approach. Shee- 
han mentioned the November, 1969, fire 
in Elk Grove Township in which three 
children of the Juan Arenas family died 
when the farmhouse in which they lived

burned. Sheehan said, "They didn't live 
within the village limits either. They 
lived across the street." He asked, "Does 
Arlington Heights stop at the village lim- 
its?" 


Only one resident among the more 


than 200 people who attended the meet- 
spoke against the proposal. 


Sam Galfano, of 1837 N. Vail Ave., Ar- 


lington Heights, said, "We've heard a lot 
of talk about people driving to work. I 
drive 80 miles a day to my place of busi- 
ness. I have to do that. It's my busi- 
ness." 


Galfano said he was not opposed to 


low-income families living in the village. 
"If they can do ii, fine," he said, "But I 
don't see how they can if they only make 
the money they do." He added, "If in- 
dustry needs these people out here, in- 
dustry should pay them enough to live in 
this area."

The manual calls for salary reviews 


every six months and employe eval- 
uation once a year. Village employes will 
receive nine paid holidays in addition to 
two weeks vacation after the first year of 
employment. 


THE WORKING DAY will be from 8 


a.m. to 4:30 p.m., with a half hour for 
lunch and two 15 minute "coffee breaks" 
during the day. Employes will receive 
time-and-a-half for more than the normal 
40-hour work week and double-time for 
working on holidays. Employes are also 
allowed 10 sick days per year with pay. 


The manual also lists causes for dis- 


charge and outlines grievance proce- 
dures. If an employe has a grievance he 
can call for a hearing before a panel con- 
sisting of the village president and two 
trustees of his choice within three days 
after registering the complaint. 


The manual will take effect imme- 


diately.

Board Okays 
New Teacher 
Salary Scale 


A 1971-72 salary scale which will give 


teachers <a minimum raise of slightly 
more than 6.5 per cent was approved 
unanimously Monday by the Disk 125 
school board. 


The new scale was approved last week 


by the teaching staff at Adlai Stevenson 
High School. It is the result of several 
weeks of negotiations between represen- 
tatives of the teachers and the school 
board. 


Beginning teachers with a bachelor's 


degree will earn $8,000 next year and a 
maximum of $9,969 at the sixth step, 
compared with the current rate, which is 
$7,500 to start and $9,346 at the sixth 
step. 


Teachers with a bachelor's degree and 


16 additional hours of course work will 
earn a starting salary of $8.320 and a 
maximum of $12,920 at the eleventh step 
next year. The current rate at this level 
is $7,800 to start and a maximum salary 
of $12,113 at the eleventh step. 


Teachers with a master's degree will 


earn $8,800 to start and a maximum of 
•516.298 at the fifteenth step next year. 
This year's rate is $8,250 to start and a 
maximum of $15,280 at the fifteenth step. 


TEACHERS WITH a master's degree 


and 16 additional semester hours will 
start at $9.360 next year and earn a max- 
imum salary of $16,888 at the fifteenth 
step. The current rate is $8,550 to start 
and a maximum of $15,833 at the fif- 
teenth step. 


Teachers with a master's degree and 


32 additional semester hours of work will 
start at $9-360 next year and earn a max- 
imum salary of $17,339 at the fifteenth 
step. The current rate is $8,775 to start 
and a maximum salary of $16,253 at the 
fifteenth step. 


Most teachers will average more than 


a 6% per cent cost-of-living increase in 
salary next year, Supt. Harold Banser 
told the board. He explained that this is 
because all teachers get an automatic 
4Vz per cent salary increase for each 
year of teaching experience. 


Because of this automatic increase, the 


total salary increase per teacher will be 
close to 10 per cent in 1971-72, he said. 


However, teachers who have had 15 


years of experience and are at the top of 
the salary scale will receive only the 6% 
per cent cost-of-living increase, he 
added. 


In addition to the salary increases, the 


board also voted to give each teacher 
one personal leave day during the next 
school year. The leave day can be taken 
only with the prior approval of the Dist. 
125 administration.

C&NW Officials Urge Fare Hike OK By ICC 


The Chicago & North Western Railway 


turned a profit of $1 9 million last year, 
but m-eds an increase in commuter rates 
to withstand rising wages and benefits 
paid to its employes, railroad officials 
told the Illinois Commerce Commission 
yesterday. 


Among officials testifying before the 


ICC in Chicago was Harold A. Lenske, 
director of passenger and commuter ser- 
vices for C&NW. 
Under cross-exam- 


ination by Jack Siegel, Arlington Heights 
Village attorney, he conceded the $1.9 
million profit, but said the railroad lost 
$2 million on inter-city routes other than 
commuter lines. 


The railroad has asked an average 


rate increase of 7 per cent in commuter 
fares, to be effective March 1, but 
Lenske told ICC hearing officer Joseph 
McHugh, the C&NW could break even in 
1971 with an increase of 2.4 per cent. 


The ICC hearing ended yesterday fol- 


lowing intensive questioning of railroad 
officials by Siegel. 


SIEGEL TOLD McHugh, "I am not op- 


posing anything at this point." He said 
his job was to report to Arlington 
Heights officials and said if they wish to 
oppose the rate increase he will notify 
McHugh by tomorrow. 


Lenske said the C&NW profit in 1970 


represented a return on its base fare 
rate of 3.92 per cent. He said a 7 per cent 
increase would raise this return to 4.92 
per cent. 


He said the 7 per cent average in- 


crease would actually consist of increas- 
es of from 6.84 to 7.17 per cent from vari- 
ous stations. 


Passenger traffic from the Arlington 


Heights station — busiest point on the 
commuter line — was up 5.6 per cent in 
1970, Lenske said. An over-all increase of 
3.5 per cent is projected for 1971. 


Siegel noted that the C&NW had re- 


ceived rate increases of 11 per cent in 
the past two years, and asked whether 


there had been any increases in frequen- 
cy of service.

THE OTHER five associations plan to 


begin circulating petitions next week. 
Mrs. Caylor said Anton Adams, a Mount 
Prospect surveyor, has been retained by 
the group to write a legal description of 
the area proposed for annexation. This 
description must be included in the an- 
nexation petition. In addition, Mrs. Cay- 
lor said the surveyor will prepare a 
drawing of the area which will be sub- 
mitted to the Cook County Circuit Court 
at the time of filing. 


The five associations should be ready 


to file for annexation by the middle of 
March said Mrs. Caylor. At least 51 per 
cent of the residents in the area proposed 
for annexation must sign the petition. 


If the village consents to the annexa- 


tion proposals, a referendum will be 
held in the area petitioning for annexa- 
tion.

County Approves Northgate Plan 


Approval for one of the highest density 


projects in the Palatine area was given 
by the Cook County Board of Commis- 
sioners yesterday. 


Despite a statutory objection from the 


Village of Palatine, the county board 
unanimously approved a request from 
Riverwoods Development Corp. to devel- 
op a 117-acre tract at the southeast cor- 
ner of Hicks and Dundee roads — just 
outside the corporate limits of Palatine. 


The project will include 1,998 apart- 


ments on 74 acres of the land, 15 acres of 


commercial property and 30 acres of 
single-family homes 


ALL THE LAND previously was zoned 


for single-family homes. 


The developer originally requested zon- 


ing which would allow construction of 
2,950 apartments, but agreed to fewer 
apartments as suggested by the county 
zoning board of appeals. 


Previously, Riverwoods also planned to 


construct some 11-story apartment build- 
ings, but under the new plan buildings 
will be no taller than seven stories.

According to the CMCC a "Workable 


Program for Community Improvement" 
should be formulated and submitted to 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. This "Workable Program" 
would include a comprehensive state- 
m e n t of the village housing 
policy and specific provisions for rent 
supplement projects. 


The citizens group said the housing au- 


thority should have power of emminent 
domain which could be used, if neces- 
sary, to acquire sites for low and moder- 
ate-income developments. 


Trustee Burt Thompson questioned 


CMCC representatives on rezoning areas 
already in the village. Thompson said, 
"As you are well aware, we have no au- 
thority just to rezone per our own fiat. 
This can be done only when the owner 
petitions the board for such a change." 


TOM BALDIKOSKI, of the CMCC, an- 


swered that the housing authority would 
have the power to condemn land when 
necessary. "It is our conviction that this 
is the only way to get things done," Bal- 
dikoski said. He added that some areas 
of the village, especially some older and 
deteriorating sections are "ripe for 
change." 


Newman Cryer, the CMCC spokesman 


who presented the proposal to the board, 
told the trustees he felt "low income" 
means families earning less than $5,000 
per year and "moderate income" in- 
cludes families earning between $5,000 
and $7,500 per year. Cryer said, "All of 
us came here from somewhere else. The 
opportunity should not stop with the man 
who lives here now juk because he 
worked hard." 


Several other people addressed the 


board, urging adoption of the proposal. 


Charles Collins, a black who presently 


resides in Park Forest, told the board he 
has to commute 110 miles a day to his 
job in Des Plaines. Collins, a graduate 
biologist, said he cannot find suitable 
employment in the Park Forest area. 
"As an American in 1971, I shouldn't 
have to appeal to my fellow citizens for 
housing," Collins said. "I should experi- 
ence adequate housing as a reality, rath- 
er than see you regard it as a problem."

ROBERTO MUNOZ. of the Illinois Mi- 


grant Council, said he has lived in the 
Arlington Heights area for the past seven 
years. Munoz criticized the board for 
asking how many low-income families 
reside within the village limits.

John Sneehan, chairman of the Neigh-

Sam Galfano, of 1837 N. Vail Ave., Ar- 


lington Heights, said, "We've heard a lot 
of talk about people driving to work. I 
drive 80 miles a day to my place of busi- 
ness. I have to do that. It's my busi- 


Galfano said he was not opposed to 


low-income families living in the village. 
"If they can do it, fine," be said, "But I 
don't see how they can if they only make 
the money they do."

Although Palatine's political skirmish 


started more than two months ago, the 
battle received its ammunition this week 
when filing for positions on the village 
board closed It's all official now 


Three 
Republicans are challenging 


three "Independent-Republicans" who all 
are being challenged by one "Indepen- 
dent Democrat" 


It's not easy to define "Independent- 


Republicians" or "Independent-Demo- 
crats" other than to point out they're not 
seeking election under a national politi- 
cal party name 


In the vase of the "Independent-Demo- 


crat, Don Metivier, he is admittedly a 
Democrat precinct worker, but says he 
deplores the idea of national .parties in 
local elections 


The "Independent-Republicans" all 


were elected as full-fledged Republicans 
Juat four yean ago when the GOP party 
entered a local election for the first time 
in the history of Palatine 


Now Tom Kearns, Clay Brown, and 


Fred Zajonc have organized the Village 
Incumbent Party, VIP, and say they 
have strayed from the Republican organ- 
ization because they did not want to be 
responsive to party favors 


The Republican ticket of Merwin So- 


por, Dennis Collins and Donald Phares, 
doesn't talk about favors, but points out 
the new ideas and better qualifications 
which can be brought to the village 
board. 


All candidates have said they want to 


talk about the ISSUM. But any way you 
look at it this year's local election in 
Palatine is nothing more than a test of 
political strength 


The VIP's have their records to run 


on. Republicans have their name and 
Metevier has his "independence." 


With three relatively- unknown names 


to sell to the people, the local Republican 
Party has its work cut out for it. 


The VIP's don't have an easy job ei- 


ther. Even though their names may be 
familiar, they don't have the magic for- 
mula of a Republican in "Crane Coun- 
try." 


Palatine received that name when the 


area helped Rep. Philip Crane win the 
Republican primary in a field of eight 
candidates in October of 1969. The local 
party worked hard for our present con- 
gressman and Crane readily admits he 
has a special fondness for the organiza- 
tion which stuck its neck out for an un- 
derdog 


Because of hie fondness the non-Re- 


publicans could be in a lot of trouble In 
the April local election, but so far the 
fight looks like it will be fair and square. 


Since Crane was elected to Congress he 


has said he intends to stay out of Re- 
publican battles and it's a commendable 
attitude. 


There's little doubt he's already been 


asked by local GOP members to jump 
into the Palatine political arena, but be 
obviously declined Otherwise, we would 
have been subjected to all sorts of 
eloquent prose about Republicanism by 
now 


The issues of the election will be 


clouded enough without listening to a na- 
tional political figure try to talk about 
who's the best qualified to decide on Pal- 
atine's next annexation or which garbage 
bag to use. 


With Crane's acknowledged influence 


in town, it's undoubtedly been tempting 
to the congressman to step in and wave 
his party's banner. His restraint, per- 
haps, shows, one of the reasons he is our 
congressman. 


But with the election still two months

The jaw of a crane's scoop plunged 


down on a large mound of frozen dirt, 
expecting to lift the mouth full of earth 
away from where it rests. 


The crane's cable went taut as the 


operator maneuvered levers. But, the 
dirt stayed where it was and the crane 
cab slid toward the mound it was trying 
to move. 


Twenty five tons of steel end power 


concentrated in one Caterpillar tractor 
then reved up and attached the mound 
and finally a section of earth gave way 
from where it bad laid. 


It was a cold and difficult 29 degrees 


outside at Multtcon's Hilldale Village 
where an 18 hole golf course is under 
construction this winter. The devel- 
opment is located on Higgins Road east 
of Barrington Road. The first nine holes 
of the course will open this summer. 


THE COLD WEATHER, however, is a 


necessity in creating the golf course, ex- 
plained Dave Pearce, project superin- 
tendent. 


To construct the course, 140,000 cubic 


yards of peat have to be relocated to 
create and expand water bodies on the 
course, Pearce said 


When peat, an organic material, is 


warm it's bke a sponge soaking up mois- 
ture and can best be moved when it is 
frozen- he added. 


"If we were to put a piece of equip- 


ment out on the peat when it is warm we 
may just as well plant a flag where the 
equipment would sink," Pearce added. 


The golf course, to cost newly $1 mil- 


lion is on 120 acres of Multicon -property 
and will have its fairways and greens 
winding through the 2,700 apartment and 
condominium units to be built at Hilldale 
Village. 


ANOTHER 11I.OM cubic yards of top 


soil and fill will be moved during the golf 
course's development and 10 acres of 
lakes are being created or expanded be- 
fore the course is ready for play. 


Seven miles of irrigation lines, a mile 


of drainage lines and more than V« mile 
of creeks are also being incorporated 
into the course before its completion.

Attorney John Mann, representing the 
Teamsters Pension Fund, said, that 
fraud involving the village's special as- 
sessments would have become evident to 
bond purchasers if an investigation of 
village records would have been made 
prior to the purchase 


A look at the contract between the vil- 


lage and Tri-W Construction, general 
contractors in the special assessments, 
would have shown that most of the im- 
provement work in the subdivision was 
completed at the time the assessment 
was confirmed in court, he added. 


FRAUDULENT ESTIMATES of work 


completed in the subdivision would also 
have been evident, Mann said. He added 
that be is prepared to submit evidence 
supporting his statements, but prior mo- 
tions concerning the case must be dealt 
with first. 


Before the hearing session ended the 


possibility that the trial will be postponed 
for 30 days arose. Village Atty. Edward 
Hofert asserted that the village's case 
would not be complete without testimony 
from Joseph Teitelbaum, 62, a pension 
fund executor, now recuperating from 
surgery. 


Since April, 1968, attorneys represent- 


ing the Teamsters Pension Fund have 
tried to establish their right to funds sal- 
vaged from the subdivision above the 
lien held by bondholders. 


HOFERT YESTERDAY said that be- 


fore the pension fund makes any claim 
that a fraud was perpetrated or that the 
fund suffered a loss, that evidence will 
have to be shown that there was actual 
financial injury.

ments and other bondholders as well. 


A DECISION. ON Hartunian's motion is 


expected today. If it is not upheld by the 
court, then a trial will proceed.

C&NW Officials Urge Fare Hike Approval From ICC 


The Chicago & North Western Railway 


turned a profit of $19 million last year, 
but needs an increase in commuter rates 
to withstand rising wages and benefits 
paid to its employes, railroad officials 
told the Illinois Commerce Commission 
yesterday. 


Among officials testifying before the 


ICC in Chicago was Harold A. Lenske, 
director of passenger and commuter ser- 
vices for C&NW. Under cross-exam- 
ination by Jack Siegel, Arlington Heights 
Village attorney, he conceded the $1.9 
million profit, but said the railroad lost 
$2 million on inter-city routes other than 


commuter lines. 


The railroad has asked an average 


rate increase of 7 per cent in commuter 
fares, to be effective March 1, but 
Lenske told ICC hearing officer Joseph 
McHugh, the C&NW could break even in 
1971 with an increase of 2.4 per cent. 


The ICC hearing ended yesterday fol- 


lowing intensive questioning of railroad 
officials by Siegel. 


SIEGEL TOLD McHugh, "I am not op- 


posing anything at this point." He said 
his job was to report to Arlington 
Heights officials and said if they wish to 
oppose the rate increase he will notify 


McHugh by tomorrow 


Lenske said the C&NW profit in 1970 


represented a return on its base fare 
rate of 3.92 per cent He said a 7 per cent 
increase would raise this return to 4.92 
per cent. 


He said the 7 per cent average in- 


crease would actually consist of increas- 
es of from 6 84 to 7 17 per cent from vari- 
ous stations. 


Passenger traffic from the Arlington 


Heights station — busiest point on the 
commuter une — was up 5.6 per cent in 
1970, Lenske said. An over-all increase of 
3.5 per cent is projected for 1971 


Siegel noted that the C&NW had re- 


ceived rate increases of 11 per cent in 
the past two years, and asked whether 
there had been any increases in frequen- 
cy of service Lenske said there had not 


Wilson Wadsworth, 1407 N Chestnut 


Ave , Arlington Heights, marketing re- 
search supervisor for a Chicago firm, 
also appeared before the ICC as a com- 
muter "I tend to be — frankly — sympa- 
thetic to the fare increase to curb higher 
costs," said Wadsworth But he called on 
the railroad to make a vigorous effort to 
eliminate featherbedding and other high 
labor costs.

Entire Campaign 
Is A Bit Calm 


by DOUG RAY 


The third Tuesday in April may be 


only another day to many residents of 
the five Rolling Meadows city wards. 


On election day, Arpil 20, only three of 


the wards have competition for aldermen 
— the 1st. 3rd, and 4th have a choice. 
The 2nd, and 5th won't have much of a 
decision unless they decide to vote for 
one of their friends, Hubert Humphrey, 
William Miller or .some such persons as 
a write in candidate. 


For all practical purposes, William Ah- 


rens will be the alderman from ward 
two, Kenneth Retzke in ward five, and 
Merrill Wuench in ward one. Mayor Ro- 
land Meyer is almost certain to be the 
next mayor. Robert Cole, the next erta-s 
urer and Eileen Kornatz found it easy for 
her First bid as city clerk. 


The entire campaign or lack of one so 


far. has been low key. The first day of 
filing for the city offices, which tradition- 
ally has been the day that city hall has 
been crowded with candidates to become 
the first name on the ballot, was empty 
this year. The Citizen's Action Party 
filed their slate of nine candidates a 
month after the filing date was formally 
opened. 


WITH ONLY A week left to file, the 


three independents brought their peti- 
tions to city hall. They certainly realize 
they have an uphill fight to unseat the 
CAP's, and the first name on a. ballot 
could turn the tide in a vigorous cam- 
paign effort. 


The slow paced effort on the part of 


the candidates so far, is in contrast to 
the first Rolling Meadows fight for city 
office. More than 30 residents were seek- 
ing 12 elected posts. In most subsequent 
years at least two persons were running 
for the same job. 


Ask Thomas Waldron, the senior mem- 


ber of city council, about the election 
battles in the past. Hearing him tell the 
story, may lead you to asking, what has 
happened now? 


The offices are the same. Candidates 


still run for mayor, city treasurer, clerk 
and aldermen. They even get paid more 
than ever before, because those 30 plus 
candidates in the first election said they 
would work for nothing, and they did. 


Something has definitely happened in 


this election, and every thoughtful citi- 
zens probably has his own answer. 


THE AUTOMOBILES slowly creeping 


through the winding city streets with a 
loud speaker on the roof chanting slogans 
of parties and candidates on election day 
won't be seen or heard this year. The 
bonfire and parade, the night before the 
election, that has characterized some 
past campaigns probably won't be either. 
And the heated debates between candi- 
dates and their goals for the city will 
certainly only take place in the first, 
third and fourth wards. 


It may even rain on the third Tuesday 


in April, to keep many Rolling Meadows 
people from casting a vote for at least 
six candidates who have already won.

Fairway Started—Even At 29 


BY STEVE NOVICK 


The jaw of a crane's scoop plunged 


down on a large mound of frozen dirt, 
expecting to lift the mouth full of earth 
away from where it nests. 


The crane's cable went taut as the 


operator maneuvered levers. But, the 
dirt stayed where it was and the crane 
cab slid toward the mound it was trying 
to move. 


Twenty five tons of steel and power 


concentrated in one Caterpillar tractor 
then reved up and attached the mound 
and finally a section of earth gave way 
from where it had laid. 


It was a cold and difficult 29 degrees 


outside at Multicon's Hilldale Village 
where an 18 hole golf course is under 
construction this winter. The devel- 
opment is located on Higgins Road east 
of Harrington Road: The first nine boles 
of the course will open this summer. 


THE COLD WEATHER, however, is a 


necessity in creating the golf course, ex- 
plained Dave Pearce, project superin- 
tendent. 


To construct the course, 140,000 cubic 


yards of peat have to be relocated to 
create and expand water bodies on the 
course, Pearce said. 


When peat, an organic material, is 


warm it's like a sponge soaking up mois- 
ture and can best be moved when it is 
frozen he added. 


"If we were to put a piece of equip- 


ment out on the peat when it is warm we 
may just as well plant a flag where the 
equipment would sink," Pear je added. 


The golf course, to cost nearly $1 mil- 


lion is on 120 acres of Multicon property 
and will have its fairways and greens 
winding through the 2,700 apartment and 
condominium units to be built at Hilldale 
Village. 


ANOTHER 110,000 cubic yards of top 


soil and fill will be moved during the golf 
course's development and 10 acres of 
lakes are being created or expanded be- 
fore the course is ready for play. 


Seven miles of irrigation lines, a mile 


of drainage lines and more than Vi mile 
of creeks are also being incorporated 
into the course before its completion.

tention wall finally came up with the an- 
swer. 


Golfers playing the Hilldale Village 


course will be challenged with water bod- 
ies on four other holes. 


The course was designed by Robert 


Trend Jones, famed for designing such 
courses as Augusta and Pebble Beach. 


The course will span 6,540 yards with a 


par 71. It is aimed to provide enjoyable 
play for the average golfer, said James 
McGerry, property manager.

Howie Dispute Moves 
Another Step To Trial 


Attorneys representing the multisided 


special assessment controversey in the 
Hoffman Estates Howie-in-the-Hills sub- 
division yesterday came another step 
closer to a trial. 


The village is in court to defend itself 


against charges that former village offi- 
cials improperly allowed the estab- 
lishment of Special Assessments 4, 5, and 
7. The assessments paid for street and 
sewer improvements in the defunct sub- 
division. 


During yesterday's pre-trial hearing, 


Attorney John Mann, representing the 
Teamsters Pension Fund, said, that 
fraud involving the village's special as- 
sessments would have become evident to 
bond purchasers if an investigation of 
village records would have been made 
prior to the purchase. 


A look at the contract between the vil- 


lage and Tri-W Construction, general 
contractors in the special assessments, 
would have shown that most of the im- 
provement work in the subdivision was 
completed at the time the assessment 
was confirmed in court, he added. 


FRAUDULENT ESTIMATES of work 


completed in the subdivision would also 
have been evident, Mann said. He added 
that he is prepared to submit evidence 
supporting his statements, but prior mo- 
tions concerning the case must be dealt 
with first. 


Before the hearing session ended the 


possibility that the trial will be postponed 
for 30 days arose. Village Atty. Edward 
Hofert asserted that the village's case 
would not be complete without testimony 
from Joseph Teitelbaum, 62, a pension 
fund executor, now recuperating from 
surgery. 


Since April, 1968, attorneys represent- 


ing the Teamsters Pension Fund have 
tried to establish their right to funds sal- 
vaged from the subdivision above the 
lien held by bondholders. 


HOFERT YESTERDAY said that be- 


fore the pension fund makes any claim 
that a fraud was perpetrated or that the 
fund suffered a loss, that evidence will 
have to be shown that there was actual 
financial injury. 


Hofert maintains this will be difficult 


to prove. 


Mann's statement came after bond- 


holders attorney Aram Hartunian told 
the court that previous cases snow that 
court confirmation of a special assess- 
ment is final and that any alleged fraud 
is a matter for separate court action. 


Hartunian made his statement hoping 


to confirm the validity of the bonds re- 
gardless of what frauds may become evi- 


dent. He represents Irving Rootberg's 
Admiral Builders, a large bondholder in 
the Howie-in-the-Hills special assess- 
ments and other bondholders as well. 


A DECISION ON Hartunian's motion is 


expected today. If it is not upheld by the 
court, then a trial will proceed. 


Teamsters Union Pension Fund law- 


yers claimed that village officials in- 
cluding former 
village Atty. Peter 


Schultz, present in court yesterday, and 
Ciorba, Spies and Gustafson, village en- 
gineers, were aware of alleged impri- 
orities. Teamsters attorneys also claimed 
they did not receive due notice of the 
special assessment proceedings. 


Petition to enter the case was made by 


Atty. Steve Bashwiner, representing the 
receivers of City Savings and Loan who 
hold title to the property. 


A jurisdictional question arose whether 


the receivers could enter because they 
are under the immediate jurisdiction of 
federal court Judge William Campbell.

McGullicuddy are expected this after- 
noon concerning motions by Hartunian to 
uphold the validity of the bonds, by 
Bashwiner to be allowed to enter the 
case, and when the trial will proceed in 
view of Teitelbaum's health.

Petitions calling for annexation to the 


Village of Mount Prospect will be circu- 
lated next week in the portions of Pros- 
pect Heights and unincorporated Mount 
Prospect represented by five homeowner 
associations. 


A sixth organization, the River Trails 


Association, also plans to petition for an- 
nexation to the Village of Mount Pros- 
pect. However at a meeting Monday 
n i g h t , the association membership 
agreed to proceed toward annexation, in- 
dependent of the other associations at 
this time. Of 113 ballots returned to the 
association, 8 residents said they fa- 
vored annexation to Mount Prospect. The 
remaining 31 preferred incorporation or 
the cu -rently unincorporated area. The 
ballots were delivered to residents 
recently along with a fact sheet review- 
ing annexation and incorporation. 


The River Trails Association repre- 


sents approximately 700 residents in tin 
C a m e 1 o t, Rand wood, Versailles and 
Sycamore Square subdivisions. The asso- 
ciation area, located north of Foundry 
Road and west of Wolf Road, borders 
Mount Prospect on the east. 


THE FIVE OTHER "new town" asso- 


ciations (the "new town" area is east of 
Wolf Road) which plan to petition to an- 
nex to Mount Prospect, will probably 


$20,000 Is 
Cut From 
Ditch Funds 


The amount allocated for improve- 


ments to the Wheeling Drainage Ditch- 
Buffalo Creek has been cut from $80,000 
to 
$60,000, Wheeling officials 
have 


learned. 


John C. Guillou, chief waterway engi- 


neer for the state, told the village offi- 
cials that the cut became necessary dur- 
ing hearings with the state bureau of the 
budget. 


The funds would be used to widen and 


deepen the ditch to help alleviate Hood- 
ing problems in the Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove area. 


In his letter Guillou said the water- 


ways division would appreciate support 
from local officials to get the appropria- 
tion approved by the state legislature. 


He said that it has not been decided 


whether the money for the ditch would 
be in a separate bill or would be part of 
a single bill for all capital improvement 
programs for the division of waterways. 
The latter would be supported by Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie. 


The allocation for improvement to the 


ditch grew out of meetings last spring in 
Wheeling between local citizens and offi- 
cials. Guillou came to the village after 
local residents threatened to rent a bus 
and stage a protest in Springfield. 


Wheeling had one of the worst floods in 


the history of the village last spring. 


procvd without the River Trails group, 
according to a representative of the five 
associations.

The five :.re the Castle Heights, Rain- 


bow Ridge, Woodview, Euclid-Lake and 
Parkview homeowner associations. The 
group borders Mount Prospect along a 
short stretch of Wolf Road just north of 
Foundry Road. There the village bound- 
aries extend north of Foundry Road to 
include the Dist. 26 Feenhanville and 
River Trails Junior High schools. (The 
area must border the village to be an- 
nexed.) 


The move toward securing some form

lage Atty. Paul Hamer to investigate the 
suit and see if the village should legally 
intervene or if Hamer should testify at 
the court hearings on the case. 


Hamer is to report back to the board 


next Monday on the suit so that the 
board can vote on the proper procedure 
to follow. 


THE SUIT AGAINST the 
airport 


charges Pal-Waukee officials violated 
provisions of a special use permit issued 
in 1964 by the couiity board. The permit 
allowed lengthening of the airports jet 
runway. 


The suit charges that the runway is 


longer and the planes using it are heavi- 
er than allowed by the permit. 


The village discussed intervention in 


the suit after reading a letter from Wil- 
liam Rogers of the citizens committee 
which initiated the county investigation 
of the airport. 


Assistant state's attorney Peter Alex- 


ander brought the suit after a series of 
meetings with the county's building and 
zoning department. 


Alexander said yesterday that no date 


for the hearing of the case in the Chan- 
cery Division of County Circuit Court has 
been set yet. 


While residents and the county allege 


that the airport is violating provisions of 
the permit, Pal-Waukee officials main- 
tain that the provisions are being inter- 
preted incorrectly by the county and the 
village. 


They say that the length of Pal- 


Waukee's runway and the weight of the 
planes should be determined by the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration standards, 
not by the county or a citizens com- 
mittee. 


Richard Hendricks of Mount Prospect 


launched his campaign for village 
trustee last night by criticizing the vil- 
lage board's policy of granting liquor li- 
censes. 


Hendricks, an independent candidate in 


the April election, questioned the board's 
"wisdom" of granting a new liquor li- 
cense to the Flaming Torth Restaurane, 
253 E. Rand Rd. 


The village board voted Feb. 2 to grant 


a class B liquor license (which allows 
customers to order drinks without order- 
ing food) to the Flaming Torch. Under 
its present class R license, the restau- 
rant can serve alcoholic beverages only 
with dinner. The new license will be 
granted following final approval of new 
building plans for the restaurant. 


At a village board meeting last night, 


Hendricks said "there was a time in the 
not-too-distant past when the community 


of Mount Prospect was one that doled 
out liquor licenses with an eyedropper. It 
appears as though we are about to start 
using a firehose . . . at the risk of over- 
simplification, it would certainly seem 
reasonable to presume that people go 
into a restaurant for the purpose of eat- 
ing, and into a tavern for the purpose of 
drinking." 


HENDRICKS questioned the granting 


of liquor licenses on the basis that "the 
restaurant is a nice establishment and 
the proprietor is a nice guy." 


He also questioned the board's wisdom 


in granting a liquor license to a business 
located on Rand Road — "a highly trav- 
eled, dangerous state route. We can be 
assured there is at least a remote rela- 
tionship between traffic deaths and 
drinking." 


Hendricks called for the village board 


to review its policy of granting additional 
liquor licenses in the community.

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Despite SI.9 Million Profit 
C&NW Seeks Fare Hike OK By ICC 


The Chicago & North Western Railway 


turned a profit of $19 million last year, 
but needs an increase in commuter rates 
to withstand rising wages and benefits 
paid to its employes, railroad officials 
told the Illinois Commerce Commission 
yesterday 


Among officials testifying before the 


ICC in Chicago was Harold A. Lenske, 
director of passenger and commuter ser- 
vices for C4NW 
Under cross-exam- 


ination by Jack Siegel, Arlington Heights 
Village attorney, he conceded the $1.9 
million profit, but said the railroad lost 
$2 million on inter-city routes other than 


commuter lines. 


The railroad has asked an average 


rate increase of 7 per cent in commuter 
fares, to be effective March 1, but 
Lenske told ICC hearing officer Joseph 
McHugh, the C*NW could break even in 
1971 with an increase of 2.4 per cent. 


The ICC hearing ended yesterday fol- 


lowing intensive questioning of railroad 
officials by Siegel. 


SIEGEL TOLD McHugh, "I am not op- 


posing anything at this point." He said 
his job was to report to Arlington 
Heights officials and said if they wish to 
oppose the rate increase he will notify 


McHugh by tomorrow. 


Lenske said the C&NW profit in 1970 


represented a return on its base fare 
rate of 3.92 per cent. He said a 7 per cent 
increase would raise this return to 4.92 
per cent. 


He said the 7 per cent average in- 


crease would actually consist of increas- 
es of from 6.84 to 7.17 per cent from vari- 
ous stations. 


Passenger traffic from the Arlington 


Heights station — busiest point on the 
commuter line — was up 5.6 per cent in 
1970, Lenske said. An over-all increase of 
3.5 per cent is projected, for 1971.

On Licenses 
Is Criticized 


Richard Hendricks of Mount Prospect

censes. 


Hendricks, an independent candidate in 


the April election, questioned the board's 
"wisdom" of granting a new liquor li- 
cense to the Flaming Torth Restaurane, 
253 E. Rand Rd. 


The village board voted Feb. 2 to grant 


a class B liquor license (which allows 
customers to order drinks without order- 
ing food) to the Flaming Torch. Under 
its present class R license, the restau- 
rant can serve alcoholic beverages only 
with dinner. The new license will be 
granted following final approval of new 
building plans for the restaurant. 


At a village board meeting last night, 


Hendricks said "there was a time in the 
not-too-distant past when the community 
of Mount Prospect was one that doled 
out liquor licenses with an eyedropper. It 
appears as though we are about to start 
using a firehose . . . at the risk of over- 
simplification, it would certainly seem 
reasonable to presume that people go 
into a restaurant for the purpose of eat- 
ing, and into a tavern for the purpose of 
drinking " 


HENDRICKS questioned the granting 


of liquor licenses on the basis that "the 
restaurant is a nice establishment and 
the proprietor is a nice guy." 


He also questioned the board's wisdom 


in granting a liquor license to a business 
located on Rand Road — "a highly trav- 
eled, dangerous state route. We can be 
assured there i* at least a remote rela- 
tionship between 
traffic deaths and 


drinking." 


tween the board and the MPEA, teacher 
bargaining agent last fall. The agree- 
ment states that "no reprisals of any na- 
ture" will be taken against the teachers 
for walking out. 


METZLER ALSO questioned why he 


had not received a response to his 
request to put the calendar revision on 
the agenda for the next contract negotia- 
tions meeting on Feb. 22. Eric Sahlberg, 
district superintendent, sent a letter to 
both Metzler and Richard Zwieback, the 
board's professional negotiator, asking 
about the agenda change. The board's 
negotiation agreement stipulates that a 
negotiations meeting agenda must be 
agreed upon by both parties at the pre- 
vious meeting. 


Metzler said the apparent failure of 


Zwieback to answer that letter "is again 
antagonizing the teachers and the associ- 
ation and helps to create an unhealthy 
atmosphere for negotiations to open next 
Monday. Zwieback can't even take the 
time to sign his initials." 


Sahlberg told Metzler he has contacted 


Zwieback Monday about the letter he had 
sent eleven days ago. He said Zwieback 
had apparently sent the letter back 
"some time ago" but the district had not 
received it. He said a duplicate copy had 
already been sent to Zwieback. 


"All this political hanky panky should 


be over with," said Metzler. He said the 
board "should level with everybody 
and we'd all be a lot better off. This lost 
mail is very, very strange to me. The 
board is doing everything in its power to 
hamper negotiations." 


Leo Floros, chairman of the board's 


negotiation team, said he "had no in- 
tention" of letting the calendar revision 
be discussed at the negotiations meeting. 
"This is a ridiculous request and there is 
no place for it on that agenda," he said. 
"We're there to discuss the 1971-72 sched- 
ule, not the 1970-71." 


HANSON TOLD Metzler that the "un- 


healthy atmosphere started Feb. 7, 1970 
and not today." On that day the MPEA 
negotiations team presented its original 
demands for the 1970-71 school year. 


"This is not a reprisal," Harrison re- 


peated. "It is unfortunate, but we need 
all teachers (referring to the newly hired 
teachers) for a successful workshop. 
This is a situation we've been forced 
into." 


A letter sent to Sahlberg in November 


from G. T. Gilluly, deputy superintend- 
ent of the Cook County Office of Public 
Instruction, notified the board and ad- 
ministration that absenteeism, at a des- 
ignated teacher workshop is in violation 
of the Illinois School Code. Gilluly said 
that if another workshop isn't scheduled 
during the current school year, 
the 


teachers must be docked one day's pay. 


Zwieback yesterday said he had sent 


the letter back to Sahlberg indicating he 
would not agree to placing the calendar 
revision on the agenda. 


"I was hired to negotiate the 71-72 con- 


tract and clearly the matter raised has 
no relationship to that conract," he said. 
"This subject is clearly away from the 
negotiation table." 


Zwieback said if teachers feel there 


has been a violation of their present 
contract they should take a proper 
grievance procedure. He did not say 
what a proper procedure would be.

Hindu religion. Yogis (yoga devotees) 
tried to reach union with a supreme 
spirit through a joining of body and 
mind, absolute body control and mental 
concentration. In Miss Walker's classes, 
busy mothers relax and stretch their 
bodies to relieve tension and give the 
body new energy. According to Miss 
Walker, they inhale "prana," a life 
force, which exists in the air around us. 
In the beginning classes, breathing is im- 
portant. Mind control comes later. 


Yoga involves tired-out muscles as 


well as those rarely used, said Miss 
Walker. "All parts of the body need ex- 
ercise. For example," she said, "your 
eyes need exercise like other parts of the 
body. You use them to read and drive. So 
we exercise them." 


According to Miss Walker, yoga bene- 


fits its students by tightening and firm- 
ing muscles, relieving tension and in- 
creasing poise and grace. And yofi helps 
to normalize weight. 


"YOUR THYROID gland, controls your 


appetite," said Miss Walker. "Our ex- 
ercises, like digging your chin into your 
chest, stimulates the gland and makes it 
operate regularly." 


Yoga is also supposed to help people 


who want to quit smoking "Yoga helps 
clean out the lungs of coal and tar. And 
when the lungs are clean, there's no 
more desire to smoke," said Miss Walk- 
er. But heavy smokers must still have 
the willpower to stop and that's where 
the mental concentration in yoga comes 
in. With the proper exercise and state of 
mind, a smoker could quit in three 
months," she said. 


Non-smokers also benefit. Exercise 


and deep-breathing can clear out the 
lungs of gases and other air pollutants, 
according to Miss Walker. 


And if not a cure-all, yoga can help its 


students achieve peace of mind. This can 
be done by reciting the word "Oni" ac- 
cording to Miss Walker. "Om is the most 
peaceful word there is," said the instruc- 
tor who wears the sign of Om on a chain 
around her neck. But she said it takes a 
deep breath, dimmed lights and a quiet 
room for the word to work its magic. 


HER GOAL in the beginning class is to 


show her students the meditational head- 
stand. "The headstand refreshes the face 
and the brain, overcomes fatigue and 
helps to eliminate wrinkles," said the in- 
structor who can hold the position for ten 
minutes.

The pressure during those days was so 


great that in 1959 Windsor School opened 
before the heating system was installed, 
the floors had been tiled and the windows 
put in place. 


Growth has slowed now, but inflation 


hasn't, and the extra money the district 
got during its period of rapid growth has 
disappeared. 


As a result, the district is asking vot- 


ers to approve a tax increase of 50 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation March 13. 


IF THE INCREASE does not pass, the 


district faces budget cuts of $900,000 over 
the next two years. 


During the period of growth, many 


problems began that are now coming 
back to haunt the district, Supt. Donald 
Strong frequently explains. 


One long-range problem is the very na- 


ture of Dist. 25, Strong says. As Dist. 25's 
boundaries are drawn, they encompass 
most of Arlington Heights, but almost 
none of the property that produces high 


assessed value and high tax revenue. 


The developing Arlington Heights In-'

Recreation? 
How About At 
Landfill Site?

Tennis courts set into the side of a hill, 


a ski slope complete with chairlifts, facil- 
ities for archery and s.-ieet shooting, and 
an outdoor ampitheater are what Joe 
Kesler sees when he looks at Arlington 
Heights' sanitary landfill site. 


Kesler, the village's planner, this week 


unveiled his dream of what the Ulage's 
garbage dump on the extreme northern 
side of the village could become. Kesler's 
concept includes facilities for almost any 
leisure time activity and for expansion 
of the village's public works buildings. 


Stressing this was merely a place to 


start, Kesler said hte model which he 
produced was made on his own time in 
his basement. The village planner said 
that when he came to work for the vil- 
lage, the sight of the 56-acre landfill site 
appealed to him "more than anything 
else" because it had so much potential. 


THE BASIC concept of the design, to 


provide a blueprint for the piling of gar- 
bage, consists of a "U" shaped mountain 
w ith three peaks, varying in height from 


t>,> to 90 feet. 


The site, as shown by Kesler's model, 


will include a natural ampitheater that 
will use the inner part of the mountain as 
an acoustical and wind-breaking screen. 
The total seating capacity, including the 
mountain slope, is approximately 20,000 
to 25,000. 


The main focal point of the design is 


created in the center of the area, where 
a variety of activities could be included. 
These include playing fields for baseball, 
football, soccer and hockey during vari- 
ous seasons and also a removable stage 
for open-air performances. 


The plan also includes numerous wind- 


ing, tree-shaded trails leading from park- 
ing lots to the three mountain peaks. The 
small lake, in the northwest part of the 
project, could include a chair lift station 
to take sightseers or skiers to the tallest 
mountain top. 


THE LENGTH of the ski slope is 


planned for 1,300 feet with the chair lift 
station on the top including a shelter and 
a restaurant. In addition, Kesler's model 
included three other shelters located on 
mountain tops and slopes. 


The project also includes bridle paths, 


basketball courts, botanical gardens and 
facilities for small boating. 


The site behind the mountain could in- 


clude a modern refuse processing plan 
using recycling and incineration meth- 
ods, an equipment and truck garages, a 
pump house and 12 million gallon water 
storage facility. 


At present, the model is merely an 


idea. Village Pres. Jack Walsh said the 
idea was "exciting" and that the model 
would be discussed with the Arlington 
Heights Park District. When the land for 
the garbage dump was purchased in 
1967, village officials stated that when 
the site was "used up" it would become 
a public park. 


THE NECESSITY for some type of 


plan was becoming more evident as the 
landfill site was filling up with garbage 
more quickly than expected.

sessed value of property in the district 
has increased much more slowly. 


AS A RESULT, the assessed value per 


pupil has decreased from $20,099 in 1961 
to $18,145 today. 


By comparison, Dist 59 in Elk Grove 


Village has an assessed value per pupil 
of $31,908 Thus one cent in tax levied in 
Dist. 59 brings more money than one 
cent in Dist. 25. 


Another problem that has faced the 


district for many years is the way it re- 
ceives jtate aid money 


School districts in the state of Illinois 


may be either unit districts, with schools 
Roing from kindergarten through high 
school, or they may be dual districts, 
with separate districts for elementary 
and high schools. 


Dist. 25 is an elementary district, sepa- 


rate from High School Dist. 214. 


Strong explains that many years ago 


the state was filled with thousands of 
small, inefficient districts and the state 
wanted to encourage consolidation As a 
result state aid formulas were written to 
reward unit districts rather than dual 
districts. 


UNDER THE PRESENT aid formula 


a unit district must levy a tax rate of 
$108 per $100 assessed valuation to quali- 
fy for state aid. The state then takes the 
difference between the amount that tax 
rate raises and $520 per pupil and pays 
the unit district that amount. 


However, a dual district must levy a 


rate of 90 cents per $100 to qualify for 
state aid. As a result, residents of two 
dual districts, one elementary and one 
high school, must pay $1.80 in taxes be- 
fore the districts receive any monej 
from the state. 


Apartment Plan

A plan for construction of a 336-unit 


apartment complex was unanimously ap- 
proved Monday night by the Arlington 
Heights Village Board, more than four 
years after the property had been re- 
zoned and annexed to the village 


Randhaven, a development including 


120 one-bedroom apartments and 216 two- 
bedroom units, will be built on a triangu- 
lar section of land on the northwest side 
of the village The boundaries of the 
triangle are Rand Road, the frontage 
road just east of Rte 53 and the Com- 
monwealth Edison right-of-way 


The rents for the exclusive devel- 


opment will run from $190 to $200 for 
one-bedroom apartments and upwards to 
$300 for the two-bedroom apartments. 
The development will include tennis 
courts, a club house, a swimming pool, 
and a lake which will serve as a reten- 
tion basin Representatives of the devel- 
oper stated they plan to stock the lake 
with fish and build a 30-foot architectural 
i mntain in the lake 


The rezorung for the development was 


originally granted in Nov 1966 After the 
original request, the developers altered 
the plans for the development.

In the early 1950s, creation of unit dis- 


tricts in the Northwest suburbs would 
have been logical, Strong says, except 
for another problem with state law. 


No school district can issue bonds for 


more than 5 per cent of the assessed val- 
ue of the district. When districts were 
growing at the rate of one school a year, 
unit districts were limited to the 5 per 
cent. 


In dual districts, however, the ele- 


mentary school and high school district 
each could issue bonds to 5 per cent of 
what was essentially the same assessed 
value. This, Strong says, helped the dual 
districts keep up with growth and kept 
them from going to unit districts. 


"WE ARE BIG enough to be efficient. 


We are bigger than some unit districts 
downstate, but somehow consolidation 
got confused, with districts with kinder- 
garten through twelfth grade schools," 
he adds. 


Representatives of dual districts have 


tried to convince the legislature to 
Changs the formula for years, he says, 
but the effort has been unsuccessful so 
far. 


Also, the fight to increase state aid has 


had some trouble, he says. 


"Unfortunately, the legislature has of- 


ten raised the level of aid they will give, 
but also raised the qualifying rate, so the 
local districts don't get as much as it 
sounds," Strong adds. 


That is, if the state raised the amount 


of basic support from $520 to $600, about 
15 per cent, and increased the qualifying 
rate for dual districts from 90 cents to 
$1.03, the districts would not get any 
more money "They would only raise the 
theoretical level — not the actual level — 
of support," Strong says. 


Those basic problems have helped the 


district on the road to financial crisis. In 
recent years other things have happened 
that have brought the problem to its pre- 
sent stage.

supplement projects. 


The citizens group said the housing au- 


thority should have power of emminent 
domain which could be used, if neces- 
sary, to acquire sites for low and moder- 
ate-income developments. 


Trustee Hurt Thompson questioned 


CMCC representatives on rezoning areas 
already in the village. Thompson said, 
"As you are well aware, we have no au- 
thority just to rezone per our own fiat. 
This can be done only when the owner 
petitions the board for such a change." 


TOM BAI.DIKOSKI. of the CMCC, an- 


swered that the housing authority would 
have the power to condemn land when 
necessary. "It is our conviction that this 
is the only way to get things done." Bal- 
dikoski said. He added that some areas 
of the village, especially some older and 
deteriorating 
sections 
are "ripe for 


change." 


Newman Cryer, the CMCC spokesman 


who presented the proposal to the board, 
told the trustees he felt "low income" 
means families earning less than $5,000 
per year and "moderate income" in- 
cludes families earning between $5,000 
and $7,500 per year. Cryer said, "All of 
us came here from somewhere else. The 
opportunity should not stop with the man 
who lives here now just because he 
worked hard." 


Several other people addressed the 


board, urging adoption of the proposal. 


Charles Collins, a black who presently 


resides in Park Forest, told the board he 
has to commute 110 miles a day to his 
job in Des Plaines. Collins, a graduate 
biologist, said he cannot find suitable 
employment in the Park Forest area. 
"As an American in 1971, I shouldn't 
have to appeal to my fellow citizens for 
housing," Collins said. "I should experi- 
ence adequate housing as a reality, rath- 
er than see you regard it as a problem."

ROBERTO MUNOZ, of the Illinois Mi- 


grant Council, said he has lived in the 
Arlington Heights area for the past seven 
years. Munoz criticized the board for 
asking how many low-income families 
reside within the village limits. "How 
can you queston those numbers? How 
afford it in the first place?" 


John Sheehan, chairman of the Neigh- 


bors At Work organization, also ques- 
tioned the village limit approach. Shee- 
han mentioned the November, 1969, fire 
in Elk Grove Township in which three 
children of the Juan Arenas family died 
when the farmhouse in which they lived 
burned. Sheehan said, "They didn't live 
within the village limits either. They 
lived across the street." He asked, "Does 


Arlington Heights stop at the village lim- 
its?" 


Only one resident among the more 


than 200 people who attended the meet- 
spoke against the proposal. 


Sam Galfano, of 1837 N. Vail Ave.,.Ar- 


lington Heights, said. "We've hoard a lot 
of talk about people driving to work. I 
drive 80 miles a day to my place of busi- 
ness. I have to do that. It's my busi- 
ness." 


Galfano said he was not opposed to 


low-income families living in the village. 
"If they can do it, fine," he said, "But I 
don't see how they can if they only make 
the money they do." He added, "If in- 
dustry needs these people out here, in- 
dustry should pay them enough to live in 
this area."

71 Budget Is 
Approved; Two 
Aldermen Object 


The Des Plaines City Council passed a 


1971 city budget last night, despite objec- 
tions of two aldermen, to eight per cent 
pay raises for municipal employes. 


The $8.6 million budget, up about 16 


per cent from last year, may be raised 
further if the city is forced above the 
current eight per cent raises for police, 
firemen and public works employes as a 
result of continuing labor negotiations. 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrel last night 


said a tentative agreement between the 
city and police patrolmen, reached after 
a four-hour bargaining session with fed- 
eral 
mediators last Thursday, was 


turned down at a special city council 
meeting Sunday. 


Although Behrel wouldn't reveal terms 


of the proposed pact, he said it was "con- 
siderably more money than anything 
we've offered before." The city council 
had put an official eight per cent limit on 
pay hikes. 


"WE SUBMITTED it to the council 


and they turned it down," Behrel told a 
Herald reporter of the unannounced Sun- 
day meeting. "Now we're going on to 
factfinding." 


At the city council meeting last night, 


the budget and salary ordinances were 
debated for more than 10 minutes as Aid. 
John Leer (3rd) and Aid. Robert Mi- 
chaels (8th) spoke out against the eight 
per cent raises. 


"I believe that this has to be stopped 


somewhere along the line," Leer said of 
wage demands by public employes. It 
just can't keep going up at this date." 


Saying taxpayers are starting to rebel 


against higher costs, Leer declared that 
the raises go beyond last year's rise in 
the cost of living, which he said were 5H

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School District 59 Adds To Its Land Holdings 


A 1.1 acre tract adjacent to land 


recently purchased from St. Zachary 
Catholic Church in Des Plaines was pur- 
chased for $63,500 Monday by School 
Dist. 59. 


The combination of the 4.3 acres pur- 


chased from St. Zachary located at 567 
W. Algonquin Rd., and the 1.1 acres will 
provide enough land to build a junior 
high school, according to board mem- 
bers. 


A referendum is expected to be held 


this spring for voter approval for con- 
struction of a fifth district junior high 
school. 


In both contracts the district has the 


option to cancel the contract by April 6 if 
the referendum fails. 


With approval of the purchase Monday, 


the board waived any right to later con- 
demn land in the area owned by Szczes- 
ny Developers who sold the 1.1 acres. 


ALTHOUGH THE minimum amount of 


land for the other district junior highs is 
10 acres, the 5.4 is considered adequate 
by the board because of a 30-acre park 
across the street. 


The St. Zachary's diocesan chancery 


office confirmed final approval of the 


purchase of 4.3 acres it was also report- 
ed. 


The board approved the installation 


of an underground gasoline storage tank 
and piping system at the administration 
building in Arlington Heights. It awarded 
a bid of $1,330 to Kenney Tank In- 
stallation Co. for the system. 
Also 


awarded was a gasoline bid to Phillips 
Petroleum Co. at a cost per gallon of 24 
cents. The total annual cost of gasoline 
has been estimated at $2,300 a year if 
purchased this way. 


The administration recommended the

tank storage system for district vehicles 
saying that it would considerably reduce 
the cost of gasoline used by the vehicles.

NATl RALLY HE CALLED me after 


the fact. They always do. And even as 
your friends do unto you. he said things 
like "it was fantastic" and "you should 
have bfen there." 


But I wasn't there. I was here, alter- 


nately freezing and thawing my fingers 
and watching the next generation playing 
ice hockey in my driveway. 


"There" is an expensive hunting club 


near Dawson. da., where F,d Berlie and 
his son Ed Berlie Jr.. along with Pete 
and Jim Scheffler and Richard Wing, all 
of B;irrinj?ton, spent two $100 days shoot- 
ing quail. 


A pair of resident crackers have con- 


verted a mere thousand acres of their 
5.000 acre plantation (in Illinois it's 
called a farm) Into a private upland 
game rluh and named it 
Tallwakee. 


And in honor of the occasion, they in- 
vited Berlie and his friends for some 
hunting. 


Well, now "hunting" may not be ex- 


actly the right description for the event. 
These boys really had to rough it in the 
surmy south. 


For example, they had to drive all the 


way to O'Hare airport before they could 
put themselves in friendly hands. But af- 
ter that it was something else. A jet 
plane landed them in Albany. Ga., where 
they were met by a chauffeur from Tall- 
wakee who sped them to the club lodge 
rooms just 24 miles left of Dawson. 


The $100 per day that the excursion 


cost the quintet, per person, included 
their rooms and meals, guides, hunting 
dogs, jeeps and drivers. Yes, jeeps and 
drivers. 


Here's how Tallwakee goes: The dogs 


and hunters are loaded into the Jeeps, 
which have elevated seats so that the 
hunters can watch the dogs work ahead 
_ three dogs at a time, searching the 
heavy brush where the quail are hiding. 
Wh(«i a dog finds a rovey of quail, he 
goes on point and the other dogs back the 
point, all frozen into the stereotyped ta- 
bleau that starts the adrenaline coursing 
in even the most aged of hunters. 


Because this is heavy quail Cover, the 


birds can be expected to hold under the 
staunch and watchful eye of the pointers. 
The men alight from the jeep, uncase 
their shotguns, load them and then ap- 
proach the dogs. 


Unless you've experienced it. you prob- 


ably can't understand the effect that a 
flushing covey of quail has on a man. 
Quail aren't as swift and unpredictable 
as grouse, for example. They don't flush 
straight up. right back over your head as 
a woodcock often does. But they don't 
lumber out of the cover like a big ring- 
neck pheasant either. 


Quail simply put powerful muscles to 


work and scream out of the cover under 
a full throttle. And almost nobody gets a 
quail out of the first covey he flushes. 
After the first one, you might get tacky 
and riffle • leather or two and thea.

eventually, you settle down and get them 
one, sometimes two at a time. 


In their two days of hunting, Berlie's 


party harvested 200 quail, a few of them 
domestic-ally raised and planted late last 
fall, but most of them wild, natural quail 
that thrive in the protection cover and 
cultivated 
croplands 
of the 
Georgia 


plains. 


Evenings each day after the hunt were 


mainly consumed at the dinner table 
where Ed Berlie reports "I haven't any 
idea what the things we ate were called. 
I mean you can recognize some of the 
ingredients, but Mrs. Banks, (who does 
the cooking for the club's capacity of 
eight guests) puts things together in a 
way I've never tasted before. It was 
great and there was so much to eat and 
such a variety that once dinner was 
over, you just felt like you didn't want to 
move ever again. 


And, too, that jumping in and out of 


the jeep can probably get exhausting. 


But let no man inquire as to the 


"sportlness" of such comfortable hunt- 
ing. While it may be true that there is 
something special about walking behind 
a dog, even the most "pure" of quail 
hunters will admit that after an hour or 
two- you can't keep up with big-running 
pointers. 


So, in Georgia, the jeep has replaced 


the horse as a safari animal. And the 
jeep is a lot easier to catch and remount 
after the shooting is over.

THERE HAS BEEN much inquiry 


about the legality of driving a car on Illi- 
nois lakes for ice fishing, part of the con- 
fusion originating with state and county 
law officers who don't know that it's 
against the law. 


But Section 25.03 of Article III Fish 


Code of Illinois covers ice fishing, with 
regard to the number and size of the hole 
you can cut in the ice, the number of 
rods or tip-ups, etc., and further says: 
"nor shall any shelter or conveyance of 
any type be placed or used on such ice of 
any of the public waters of the State, 
except a portable fishing shelter con- 
structed of a framework of metal or 
wood and covered with a canvas, paper, 
plastic material, or any similar fabric." 


Which means you can't drive « car "a 


conveyance" on the ice to ice fish. Nor, 
for that matter can yon drive a snow- 
mobile or even pull a sled — if you're 
going to fish that is — on the ice of any 
Illinois lake. 


If you promise1 not to fish, you can 


probably drive a bus on the ice. 


Jurisdiction for enforcement, by the 


way, of all Illinois Game and Fish Codes 
(Article 1, Section 6) says: "All employ- 
ees of the Department, and all sheriffs, 
deputy sheriffs, constables and other po- 
lice officers shall arrest any person de- 
tected in violation of any of the provi- 
sions of this Act, including adminis- 
trative orders."

Love is. . 
A valentine between two people 
A strong affection for a person or per- 


sons (Webster) 


"A malady without a cure" (Dryden) 
"A kind of warfare" (Ovid) 
"The only satisfactory answer to the 


problem of human existence" (Erich 
Fromm) 


Poets, song-writers, philosophers and 


lovers have been trying to define love 
ever since boy met girl To count the 
ways that people have said "how do 1 
love you" would require more than an 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning. 


One would think that the subject would 


be exhausted. And yet, today, a new gen- 
eration is embracing the familiar theme 
in its enthusiasm for Erich Segal's "Love 
Story." And from the book comes yet an- 
other definition: "Love means never 
having to say you're sorry." 


What can you say about a book that 


stays on the New York Times best-seller 
list for over 43 weeks? That sells over 
four million copies in its first paperback 
printing? That is No. 1 in France? That 
brings long lines to the box office to see 
the movie version? 


Whether or not "Love Story" is great 


literature is unimportant. It is important 
that the simple story has touched the 
hearts of millions The fact that many 
readers and viewers relate to the two 
young people indicates that the world 
still hungers for people who care, who 
are aware, who share a love. 


It isn't easy to push through the human 


barriers and to communicate our love. 
Erich Fromm says that "most people see 
the problem of love primarily as that of 
being loved, rather than that of loving, of 
one's capacity to love." 


How often have we looked at those we 


love, without seeing? Or heard them 


speak, without listening? Or loved them, 
without showing it? 


I'm reminded of the scene in Thornton 


Wilder's "Our Town," where Emily, hav- 
ing died in childbirth, asks to hve again 
her 12th birthday on earth She is taken 
back to the kitchen, where her mother is 
facing the stove and telling her to eat her 
breakfast Then the spirit of Emily im- 
plores, "Oh Mama, just look at me a 
minute as though you really 
saw 


me 
just for one moment we're happy 


Let's look at one another " 


Perhaps we look at one another, but do 


we listen? Simon and Garfunkel capture 
the feeling of emptiness in sighs and 
words within the border:; of our lives 
They sing, "We are 
/eises out of 


rhythm, couplets out of rhyme" . .we 
are strangers, lost in a "Dangling Con- 
versation." 


For many, expressing one's love is 


more difficult than looking at and listen- 
ing to one another Children sometimes 
feel unloved when busy parents brush 
them aside If we could only take time 
from the frantic pace of living to live! 
We can learn something from the Es- 
kimo — a people who have achieved a 
happy, easy association between adults 
and the young. Sally Carngher, in her 
sympathetic treatment of the Eskimos in 
"Moonlight at Mid-day," observes that 
there is never an attitude, even unex- 
pressed, of "run along with you now " 


She says, "Everywhere that a child 


went 
.he was welcomed with pleasure 


Everywhere love opened out to him — 
proof that, small though he was, he was 
recognized as a valuable human being." 


Perhaps this is what the world needs 


now — a little more looking at. a little 
more listening to, and a little more Es- 
kimo loving.

it were National Organization for Equal 
ity I think more people would accept it 


Adler said he decided to take an active 


role in NOW with the belief that the lib 
eration of women would lead to the liber 
ation of men 


"The day of the boring wife is over ' 


he explained "If husbands and wives 
would each have their own circles of in 
terest, then they would involve each oth 
er 


"THERE WOULD be less restrictive 


divorce laws as a result because women 
wouldn't be so helpless If a woman has 
a career, a man wouldn't be burdened 
with helping her 


"In the long run, the young women will 


have to take more aggressive roles be- 
cause tliey have less to lose " he said 
"They !ire the ones who will benefit by 
it" 


Adler said he visited the first meeting 


of NOW here "basically as a dis- 
interested party " 


' There were two other men there and 


we automatically sat together," he said 
' We were on one side of the room, the 
women on the other I guess you could 
call it unconscious discrimination be- 
cause we felt uncomfortable Then I real- 
ized we were there for the same thing 


MEN TOO, have to be willing to put 


their heads on the chopping block Men 
are afraid of ridicule from other men if 
they work for women s liberation be- 
cause women's lib supposedly takes pow 
er away from men 


'I don t see women taking over the 


world I just see more of sharing equal- 
lyAdler maintains that women should be 
allowed total freedom of expression 


'It's a shame that a woman has to 


spend her whole life and never have the 
opportunity to express herself,' he said 


When she's 40, never had a career and 
is through raising her children, she has 
nothing to do ' 


HE BELIEVES women s liberation is 


simply part of the youthful drive to "tell 
it like it is," but does not agree with 
other men that women who seek equably 
should face the draft with men 


"That's not the point," said Adler 


'Women should be given the opportunity 
to compete in areas where they are ca- 
pable, in a scholastic area rather than 
physically where they aren't able '
